women's organizations, and that, with 
but a fow exceptions, all Is peace and 
flulet In tho trade.

Winston Spencer 
Churchiil. president of thi^ board of 
Ir.ide, who Is responsible for the mea.s- 
ure, will visit those cstaibli.shod In 
London.

Their object 
is neither charity nor relief, but only 
to .°erve to brlnK .;men desiring work 
Into touch with employers granting la- 
bor.

The report of the commh'.^lon aii- 
polntod a year ago by the go vernmeiit

Ing and poll.shing the heads of dolls 
tor a pIttanoQ of IMs cents an hour.

Tho city of Nuremberg has estab-, 
llshcd a municipal bureau for. the 
purpose of giving free : Information 
and advice to citizens of small means 
who may feel that ; their rights and 
prlyelegeSjare encroached upon. The 
bureau-, consists of "tho mayor and as- 
sistant^ mayor, ten legal councilors, 
and .twepty civil councilors, who ap- 
point a committee of administration 
a referee and bureau chief. Tho In- 
formation to bo furnished will bo -upon 
questions relating to Insurance; the 
rights of. employer and employee; po- 
lice military, scliool and pauper re- 
gulations; taxation; citizenship, and 
the Jurisdiction of courts dealing with 
punishable offonce.s, Tho chief of tho 
bureau Is reaulrod to give bla good 
offices to bring about an ngreement 
out of court if possible; but Is en- 
joined from acting as attorney, or 
bringing pressure ot any sort upon 
either parly.

Chil- 
dren have certain inalieiiablo rights, 
such a:: life— to be bora well and to 
reach a full .'uul happy life— free from 
wealciiess, waste and disease. The 
pressure of industry In such occupa- 
tions where women are employed 
prevemts children from being we'', 
born. In 190', thero Were. 1,086,844 
women employed In the factories 
at a. weekly wage of $5.50. In. many 
cases these women have chlldten to 
support, ilow can they pay rent ■ and 
give to their clilldrcn the Inalienable 
riglus of life, liberty and welfare such 
as they deserve? CMrls under ^jxte; ii 
average only $3.30. How can they live 
and maintain tlioir womanly graces 
and nil their .Mlatlous well In life. 
That i.s not all— long hours at a high 
.speed— ten. eleven, twelve, yes. long 
Into the night, until health, hope and 
aml)ition are all gone. 

A resolution urging uniform em- 
ployers' liability laws, compensation 
of employees for injuries, prohibition 
of child "labor, compu'sory school at- 
tendance for children and free text- 
books will be presented this week at 
tho governors' conference by the 
American Federation of Labor, The 
executive council of tho American 
Federation of Labor on January 15, 
also decided to make more strenuous 
efforts to effect, legislation by Con- 
gress relative to the issuance of in- 
junction and tho elimination of la- 
bor organizations from tho ojicratlon 
of the Sherman anti-trust law, Sup- 
port for tho steel. Iron and tin plate 
workers in their light against tho 
United States Stool Company was 
pledged by the council. In the case 
of tho .boycott by tho Newspaper Car- 
riers and Solicitors Union, ot .San 
Franclaco, against tho San Francisco 
Call, tho executive council today 
wired tho union that no boycott could 
be put into effect by any local branch 
of tho American Federation of Labor 
without tho approval of the executive 
council. -.The application of tho News- 
paper Piubllshors' Association of San 
Francisco for a revocation of that 
union's charter wos denied. 

The rfettleniont of tho Now A'ork 
Shirtwaist Workers Involves the con- 
cession on the part of the employ- 
ers of a perniahent arbitration board, 
on the I part of the strikers of tho 
biien. shop. The essential points 'are 
th^ ■ employment of union wdrkers In 
their respective shops, "without dis- 
crimination," a committee of three in 
each shop to arrange the wage scale; 
no charge for needles, straps or or- 
dinary wear ond tear on the machin- 
ery; flfty-two and a half hours a 
week; no worlc on Saturday after 1 
o'clock; further grievances to be set- 
tled, It possible, between employers 
and employees In the Individual 
shops grievances which cannot bo 
settled thus, to bo left to a perman- 
ent arbitration board jnade up • of 
representatives of the .^.unlorii . the ' em- 
ployers and the general public, whose 
decision shall be final; this contract 
to last until May 1, 1911.

Tho following statistics covering 
labor strikes and lockouts In 'n Canada, 
as given in the recent report of tho 
Jllnlster of. Labor, are furnished bj- 
Paul Lanip|',;bf,;Sherbrbok«. Purlng the 
two yeara\In "whlch 'tlie; industrial dis- 
putes act ihStts been " In. operation 5,') 
disputes, were. dealt jwith, of, which .iH 
except two were settled •without, strike 
or lockout, and In these two cascss 
the lindings of tho conciliation, board 
■\vorc linally accepted. ^The calendar 
year 1908 was remarkable for the few 
strikes and. lockouts in Cariada, the 
number being 09, a decreaso of S", 
which was"- fewer than hi any of the 
preceding seven years. The only dis- 
putes of serious consequence wore 
those affecting the cotton mill hands 
in various companies in the province 
of Quebec, and tho strike of machin- 
ists emiUoyed along tho lines of tlio 
Canadian I'aclllc raiiwa.N-. Tlie total 
number of employees involved in thu 
trade dlaputoH were approximately 
(!,2G0. The loss of time to omiiloyees 
was 706,056 working days. Of GO dls- 
imtes 12 were In the building trades, 
10 In the mining a'nd quarrying In- 
dustry and 9 In the metal working 
and .shiinbuildlngr trades. Twenty-six of 
the strikes nnd-.lockouts ,itook place 
in the; province^. of,; Ontario;. IB In the 
province of Quebec, and ..one. each In 
the provinces ;Of'.''Mahltolja ' and Sas- 
katchewan. There were no ttispute? In 
Prince ICdward Island.

Alleging liiat at tile high cost of 

living laboring men aro. unuiblo to 
make ordinary living expenses, the La- 
crosse Trades und Labor Council an- 
nounces that it has purchased a 
carload of. flour to retail, to union 
members at tho wholesale price. 
Other neeessdtles will be purchased 
and sold In the same wajr. This plan 
was adopted in pi-eferenoe-;to striking 
for higher wages. ThlB.,actlon, b// the 
union labor of La Crbssse shows that 
thero la no end to the possibilities' for 
public good to which the trade union 
may not bo adapted. Aside from Its 
efforts to Improve tho condition of tho 
working people It has, through the 
power of organized eftopt, a moans to 
advance ovory good causo for tho 
public, social. Industrial, economic or 
religious, As a democratic Institution 
Its Influonoo will be for tho preserv- 
ation of our liberty and Institutions 
and tho thwarting of those forcoS that 
are at work for tlioir over throw. The 
constantly widening of its work into 
all llclds of actlvlt.v^ that alfoct hiiman- 
Ity is 0110 of the hopeful signs of the 
times, and the action of tho La Crosse 
Trades and Labor, Council In flseklng 



to eliminate tho middle men In tho 
control o£ products with the boycott 
on nU'at by union labor in Cleveland 
are . among the incidents that point 
flut,the greater field of public use- 
fulness upon which tho trade union 
la 'entering.

The Cigar Makers' International 
Union has a moat excellent chain of 
benefllts. Last year, according to tho 
report to the American Federation of 
Labor, the cigar makers paid out 
$233,000 In death benefits; death bene- 
fits menjibors' wives, $5,000; sick 
boneflts, $195,000; travelling bencllts, 
$50,000; unemployed bencflta, $90,000; 
In deatli boneflts, tho carpenters paid 
out $221,742.50; tho glass bottle blow- 
ers, $50,077.92; the painters, $75,788,50; 
tho r.ii!rond tolographors, $114,100; and 
tho switchmen, $103,651. For the same 
purpose the International Typographi- 
cal union paid only $38,176, njalnly 
because our death benefit la 
much lower than is paid by 
most of the unions enum- 
erated. I'^or sick benelits tlie carpen- 
ters paid out $29,225; the boot and slioo 
workers, $bg,C29.57; the hotel and res- 
taurant employes, $70,928.08; the ma- 
chinists. $145,456.00; the moklers, 
$122, -172.35; the plumbers, $27,920; 
and the tailors, $22.SS5. Tho cigar 
makers appear to luivu the most com- 
Ijrohenstvu group of benellts, a group 
which our modest cli.'.in, even with 
tiio addition of our proposed mortuary 
plan does not approach. As to the 
cigar makers' burial benefit, the heirs 
of a meitibcr. who has been such for 
two year.s arc paid $30; 'in addition 
thereto, for live years, $200; ten years 
$:!50; (iCteon years, $5.")0; $200 more 
than the m.aximum which wo jiro- 
pose. For 19OS, the cost per member 
was $4.08 9-10, materially hl.iilier than 
our average payment la exiiceted to 
be — $4.4S. w'e also propose to p.iy 
$75 up to a menilier6hii) of ono year 
and $125 f(Yr over oue year and up 
to live years. 'I'be cigar makers make 
their maximum benefit possible by 
reason of the minimum heneftt for 
the first five years. The total co.st 
per juember to the cigar, makers for 
loans to travelling memitiers' .strike 
benefits, aick beneflts. death and total 
disability beneflts and out of work 
benefits was In 1908 $12.00 9-10. Tho 
total amount of benefits paid during 
tho same year wap $586.255.73— Typo- 
graphical Journal.

The pictures on the first page of the Siip- 
plemciil arc of cUvollings in that part of Vic- 
toria, M'hich Hcs cast of Douglas street, soutli 
of Buy and north of Pembroke. A year or two 
ago all this region was a series of open fields. 
Now the photpgraphs show it is well covered 
with really excellent residences. The change 
has taken place so quickly, that it is doubtful 
if one person in four of those \'ict(jrians. who 
look at the pictures, will recognize the several 
localities. Some of the new ijuildings in this 
])art of the city arc quite striking in architec- 
ture, all of them are modern in type and j)rc- 
sent aii attractive appearance. The general 
character of residences in Victoria has greatly 
improved in recent years. The average size 
is greater, the style of architectiux is more ef- 
fective. The appointments are modern, and in 
almost every instance tlie (hvelHngs stand in 
fair-sized lots, so that neat lawns and flower 
gardens can be kept up. Then, too, hardly a 
house is built on the street line, and it is almost 
impossible to find an instance out of the busi- 
ness district where dwellings have been built 
without some space on each side of thehi. The 
result is that there is not a closely-built resi- 
dential .street in the city. 

In tlic section of the city to \viiich the ])ho- 
tugrajj'ns relate there is a park of lair size and 
a fine school house. It is fast bcct)ming one of 
the most popular jiarls of \"ictoria. There is 
plenty of room for expansion, and it cannot 
now be very long before street-car service will 
be provided for "it. 




CANADIAN REGIMENT GOES TO ENG- 
LAND ■ 

111 the bare ami prosaic annoimcemcnt made 
by the War Office that the offer of tiie Ouccn's 
(jwn Rifles of Canada to attend tliis year's 
army manoeu\-rcs has been acce[)ted, there is 
news of an event unique of its kind in the his- 
tory of the military forces of the Empir,e. i}, 

' It itieaiis 'that regiment of Canadian mil- 
itia, 6oo strong,:' With nearly the whole of its 
officers, from' the commanciant to the young- 
est lieutenant, will leave the Dominion next 
-August for England, in order to take part with 
the troops of the Mother Country in the au- 
tumn manoeuvres. 

Last year the Royal Grenadiers of Canada 
sent a small detachment,, consisting of two or 
three officers aiid about a dozen men, and the 
visit was a most enjoyable one from every 
point of view; hut \vith a whole regiment com- 
ing this year it is certain that the presence of 
troops from the colonies at the great annual 
training of the hoiue military forces will 
arouse )uuq{\ greater attention. 

'i'he Queen's Own Rifles of Canada is the 
crack riflejiTegitngn^t pff Toronto. Its hisjtory 
goe back •even b'tef^ 1763, when the 

treaty ceding Canada to Britain was signed 
at Versailles, and when the first Canadian mil- 
itia to see service under the IJritish flag in 
wlial is now the province of Ontario were 
French-Canadians frorii the sister province. 
Tlie Queen's Own is descended from the 
Queen's Rangers, who, under Genera! Simcoc, 
made the first permanent British garrison on 
the site of the.^Toronto of the present day. 
As at .present, constituted, the regiment's his- 
tory began in the days of the Crimean War, 
when practically all die regular soldiers were 
withdrawn frbm the Dominion, and the Can- 
;idian government was given to understand 
that it nnist be |)repared to do more than it 
had ])rc\'i(>usl_\' done in the way of national de- 
fence. The official organization of the regi- 
ment was effected in April, 1S60. 

In that year the Queen's Own were re- 
viewed by His Majesty, then Prince uf Wales, 
in Queen's Park, Toronto, and a few years 
aqi ui ajij jo lusi^duq .tiaqj paAioDaa Xaq; jsiui 
Fenian rising in the action at Lime 'Ridge. 
After this exciting period of service on the 
Niagara frontier the regiment ^vas not called 
upon to take part in real offensix-e o])erations 
until ilie Xorlhwest Rebellion of 1885. The 
Queen's Own was one of the first regiments 
called upon. 

Many of the corps also saw service in tiie 
Ijocr War. , It was the youthful bugler of the 
Queen's Own, F. Williams, who sounded the 
charge at the historic battle of Paardeburg, 
wlien Cronje met his fate. — London Chronicle. 
o -

By Sir Ray Lankester, K.C.B,, F.R.S. 
In the noverby.that clever but contradic- 
tious writer, Sain Butler, entitled "The Way of 
All Flesh," an amiable and philosophically- 
minded old gcntlem;in who pervades the story, 
states that when one feels worried or depressed 
by the incidents of one's daily ligc, great com- 
fort may be derived from an hour spent at the 
Zoological Gardens in conqjany with the larger 
mammalia. He ascribes to them a remarkable 
soothing influence, and I am inclined to agree 
with him. I am not prepared to decide wheth- 
er the effect is due to the example of patience 
under adversity offered by these animals, or 
whether it is jjcrhaps their tranquil indiffer- 
ence to e\-erything hut food, coiq)led with their 
nuignificent success in attaining to such dig- 
nit}- oi size, which impt^ses upon me and fills 
me for a brief space with resignation and a 
childlike acquiescence in things as. they are. 
Tiie elephant stands first as a soothing' influ- 
ence, and then the giraffe, the latter ha\'ing 
special powers, due to its beautiful eyes ami 
agreeable perfume. .Sometimes the liippojiot- 
annis ma\- tliffuse .a cliarm oi his own. an aura 
of rotund ohesit}', es|jeeially when he is Ijatii- 
ing or sleeiiing ; l)nt there are moments when 
one has to flee from his presence. I never 
could get on very well with rhinoceroses, but 
the large deer, bison, and wild cattle have the 
quality detected by Mr. Butler. So has the 
gorgeous, well-grown tiger, in full measure, 
when he purrs in answer to one's voice, but the 
lion 's ponq)ous, irritable, and easily njiset. lie 
iKM'cr ]nirrs, lie is inq)leasaiUly and obsciu-e- 
ly spotted. He seems to be afraid of losing' 
his tiignity, and to be conscious of the fact that 
his reputation depends on the overpowering 
wig which he now wears, though his Mace- 
donian forerun'.ter had no such growth to gi\-e 
an i!lusi-\-e appearance of size and capacity to 
his head. However (qiinions may differ abou.t 
these things, all will agree that the ele])hant 
(or "Oliphant," as he was called in France 400 
years ago) is the most inqiosing,. fascinating, 
antl astonishing" of all animals. 

At the present day there are two species 
only of elephant existing on the earth's sur-. 
face. These are the Indian (called' Elephas Ih- 

dicus, but sometimes called Fiejihas maximus 
on accoimt of tiie ])riority which belongs to 
that designation, althuugh the Indian ele])hant 
is smaller than the other) and the .African 
(called Elephas Africanus). In the wihl state 
their area of occupation has become greatly 
diminislied .within historic times. The Indiaii 
elephant was hunted in Mesopotamia in the 
twelfth century B.C., and Egj'ptian- drawings 
of the eithteenth dynasty show elephants of 
this species brought as trii)ute hy Syrian vas- 
sals. Today the Indi.an ele])liant is confined 
to certain forests of l lindoostan, Ceylon, lUir- 
ma and Siani. The .African elephant extended 
100 years ago all o\ cr South .Africa, and in the 
days of the Carthaginians was found near the 
Mediterranean shore, whilst in prehistoric 
Oate Pleistoscene) times it existed in the south 
of Spain and in Sicily. Now it is confined to 
the more central and ccjuatorial zone oi Af- 
rica, and is yearly receding before the incur- 
sions and destructive attacks of civilized man. 



.\t no great distance of lime before llie. his- 
toric jjcriod, earlier, indeed, 'lum the times (if 
the lierdsmen v,-lio used ijolislied stone inqile- 
ments and raised great stone circles, namely, in 
the late pleistocene period; we find that there 
existed all over Europe and North Asia and 
tlie northern part of America another elephant 
\ cry closely allied to the Indian elephant, but 
lia\-ing a l)0\v-like oulward curvature of the 
tusks, llieir points finally directed towards one 
anolher, and a thick growth of coarse hair all 
over the ijody. This is "the manmKjth." the re- 
mains of which are found in every river valley 
in England, France, and Germany, and of 
which whole carcases are frequently discovered 
in Northern Siberia, preserved from decay in 
the frozen river gravels, and "silt." The an- 
cient cave-men of France used the fresh tusks 
of the mammoth killed on the spot for theii 
carvings and eiigravings, and from their tiitie 
to this tlie ivory of tlie m,-mimot!i has been and 
during the last two centuries at least 100 pairs 
remains in constant .use. It is estimated tliat 
during the last two centuries at least 100 jjairs 
of mammoths' tusks have been each year ex- 
ported from the frozen lands of Siberia. In 
early mediaeval times the trade existed, and 
some ivory carvings and drinking, horns of 
that age ■a])pear to be fashioned from this more 
ancient i\-ory. Alread}-. then, within the liu- 
man jieriod we find elepliants cl()se!\- simi!:ii- 
to those rjf our time, far more ntimerons and 
widely dislrihuted lhan in our own day, and 
happily established all over the temperate le- 
gions of the earth — even in our Thames Val- 
ley and in the forests \vhere London now 
spreads its smol<}- brickwork. When we go 
further hack in lime — as the diggings and sur- 
\eying of modern man enable us to do — we 
find other elephants of many different species, 
some differing greatly from Ihe three species 
1 have nientioncd, and leading us back hy grad- 
ual, steps to a comparatively small animal, 
about the size of a donkey, without the won- 
derful trunk or the immense tusks of the later 
elephants. By the discovery and study of these 
earlier forms we have within the last ten years 
arrived ;it a knowledge of the steps hy which 
the elephant ac(|nired in the course of long age;; 
(millions of years) his "pr(jl)0scis" (;is the 
Greeks first called it), and I will later sketch 
that history.

The elephant requires so ■ mitcli'^food 
and takes so many years in growing U]) 
(twenty or more before he is old enougli lo he 
put to Avork), that it is onl}- in countries where 
there is a superabundaiice of forest in \vlvich he 
can be allowed to grow to maturity at his own 
"charges"'- (so ti^ speak), that it is. worth while' 
to atterhpt to'dorhesticate and niake use of him. 
For most i)urposes three horses-, are more 
"handy" than one eleohant. The "elephant is 
caught when he is .nlread}- grown up, and then 
trained. It is as a matter of econoni}' lli.at he 
is not bred in confinement, and not because 
there is any insuperalile difficulty in the mat- 
ter. Occasionally elephants have bred in men- 
ageries. 



There is no doubt thai the .African elephant 
at the present day grows to a larger size than 
the Indian, though it was the opinion of. the 
Roma7i,T of the Empire that the Indian ele- 

])liant was the more powerfid, couragcou;^j,aiKl 
inielligent of the two. It seems next to im'pbs- 
sible to actpiire at the present day either s])eci- 
ineiis or trustwortlu- records of tlu? largest In- 
dian elephants. .About toft. (>iii. rit the shoul- 
der seems to he maxiimim, though tlie\' are 
dressed up by their native owners witli plat- 
forms and coverings to malte them . Jopk; big- 
ger. In' India the skin of domesticated individ- 
uals is poiished and carefully stained, like an 
old boot, by tht 'aisstdmty of their guardians, 
so that a museum specimen of exceptional size, 
fit for exhibition and study, cannot be obtained. 
()n the other lumd, the .African eleiihant not 
mifreciuently exceeds a height of lift, at llie 
shoulder. \\'ith some trouble 1 obtained one 
direct from East-Africa exceeding this meas- 
urement for the Natural History Museum, 
where it now stands. It seems highly prob- 
able that this s])ecies occasionally exceeds 12ft. 
in lu'ighl. ( )n the ground, between the great 
-African ele])hant's fore and hind legs, in the 
museimi, I ])laced a stuffed specimen of the 
sm.'dlest terrestrial nianinud — the i)igniy shrew 
mouse. It is worth while, thus calling to mind 
that the little animal has practically every sep- 
arate bone, buscle, blodd-vcssel, . nerve, and 
other structure prcsent.ri,ii-^>th^\>hUge|j^^ 
compared with it; is, in fact, biillf'clo^^ 
the same plan, an'd }-et is so nuich smaller that 
it is impossible to measure one by the other;

<'ntal fable, the mouse ;ind l!u' dragon were 
the only two anim.als of which tlu' elepiiant 
was afraid. The African elephant has much 
larger, tusks relatively/, to ;his size than the In- 
dian, and both males and females 'hrivc"'thcm, 
whereas the Indian female has none. .A very 
fine Indian eleiiliani's tusk weighs from 751!) 
lo Soil). 'J'he record for an .African ele|)liaiu"s 
Insk was (according to standard hooks I iSolb. 
Hut I ohlained eight years ago for the museum, 
where it now ma}' be seen, an African ele- 
phant's tusk weighing 228>jlb. Its fellow 
weighed a couple of pounds less. It measures 
loft. 2 in. in length' along the curvatuire. This 
tusk was recognized by .Sir ■■Hehry Stanley's 
companion, Mr. Jephson, when he was with me 
in the museum, as actually one which he had 
last seen in the centre of ,\frica. lie told me 
that he had, in fact, weighed and measured this 
tusk in the treasur\- of l-'min I'asha. in Central 
.Africa, wdien he went with Stanley to bring 
Hmin down to the coast, ; As. will, be remem- 
bered, Emin had no wish td^o to-the coast, but 
returned to his proviiice; - J-le "vvas subsequent- 
ly attacked ancl murdct-ed' by an Arab chief, 
who ap])roi)riate(l his store of ivory, and in the 
course of time h;ul ii conveyed to the ivory 
market at Zanzibar. The dale of the ptircliase 
iliere oi the musi'tuu specimen corresponds 
willi the histor}- gi\en hy .Mr. .|ei)hs(m. 



Indian elephants living in cold', mountainous 
regions appear to retain a certain amount of 
hair. The mammoth (which agreed with the 
Indian elephant in the number of ridges on its 
grinders and in other points) lived in (|uite 
cold, suh-.Aretic conditions, at a time when 
glaciers conqiletely covereil Scandiiuivia and 
the north of our islands as well as most of Ger- 
many. It retained a complete coat of coarse 
hair throughout life. The young of our sur- 
yiving.,.eleph.ants only exhibit transitorily the 
family tehdeiicy. 

The last mammoth probably disappeared 
from the area which is now Great l.lrilain about 
150,000 years ago. It might he supposed that 
110^ elephant was seen in England again until 
the creation of "meuage,^ies- .and "zoological 
gardens" within the Vast two or three hundred 
}-c;irs. This, however, is by no means the case. 
Tlie Italians in the' .\1 iddle Ages, .and through 
theiii the I'reiich and the rulers of Central Eu- 
rope kept menageries, and received as jiresents, 
or in connection with their trade with the East 
and their relations with hvastern rulers, fre- 
quent specimens of strange beasts from distant 
lands. : Our King Henry I. had .1 nien.igerie at 
Woodstock, where he kept :i i)uicupiiie, lions, 
leo()ards, and a camel. The i''ni])eror Charle- 
magne received in 80.^ .A.f). from Maroim al 
Rasehid, the Caliph of liagdad, an eleph;int 
namefl Abidahaz. It was ijrouglit to .Aix-la- 
Cha])elle by Isaac the Jew, and died suddenlv 
in 810. Sf)me four and a half centuries later ( iii 
1:357) Louis 'IX. of France, returning from the 
Holy L^nd, sent as; a special and magnificent 
present 'fo' TIehry 'IIJ. :King of England (ac 
cording lo the chronicle of Matthew Paris) an 
elephant, which was exhibited at the Tower of 
London. It was supposed by the chronicler 
to he the first ever brought to England, and, 
iiuk-e'l, the first to he taken beyond Italy, for 
he did not know of Charlemagne's specimen. 
Jn 1591 King Henry IV'. of France, wishing to 
be very jjolite to QueeniEUzabeth -pf EnglantI, 
and ai)i:)arently rather ■trdtiblfed'tiy the expense 
of keeping the beast himself, sent to her, hav- 
ing heard that she would like to have it, ah ele- 
phant which had been brougHj^;frpni.''the'-'In- 
dies" and landed at Dieppe.''' "HeMecliared'itVto- 
he the first which had ever come into France, 
hut presented it to Her Alajesty "as I would 
most willingly present anything more excel- 
lent did I [josscss it." Thenceforward cle- 
])hants were from time to time exhibited at 
the Tower, together with lions' and : other 
strange beasts acquired by the Crown. ' ^ 



lint now let us first of all note some of the 
Ijcculiarities of living clci)hants and the points 
Ijy which the two kinds differ from one anoth- 
er. The most striking fact about the elephant 
is its enormous size. It is only exceeded among

comparing the small one imw living ii; i'l - 
genl's Park with its neiglihors) has ;i sloping 
forehead graduating into the trunk or pro- 
bo.scis, instead of the broad, upright brow of 
the Indian. He al.so has very much larger 
ears, which lie against the shoulders (except 
when he is greatly e.Ncited) like a short cape 
nr cloak. These great ears differ somewhat in 
shape in llie eleph;mts of different parts of 
.Africa, and loc;d races can be clisl ingiiislied by 
t'.c longer or shorter angle into wliicii tlie :!ap 
is drawn out. The giinding teeth of the two 
elephants differ very markedly, hut one •m;sl 
see these in a museum. The grinders are vc y 
large and long (trom behind forvvardo), com- 
ing iiii.i place one after the other. Each grind- 
er occupies,- when fully in position, the gi'.aler 
pail of one side of the upi)er or of the li wer 
j.-.w. They are crossed from righl tri K-ft 
ridges of enamel, like a series of nKninla'iis 
and valleys, which gradually we.ar d.'.vn hy 
rubbing against those of the tooth above or i)e- 
low. The bigger grinder of the Lidian ele- 
phant has twenty-four of these 'transver.sc 
ridges, whilst that of the African h.as only ten, 
v,-hic!i arc therefore wider a])arl. .\\\ exiinel 
kind of elephant — the niastod(jn — had (Jiily 
fi\x' such ridges on ils biggest grinders, and 
other ancestral elepliants had (|nile ordmar}'- 
loolcing grinders, with onlv two or three ir- 
regular ridges or broad tubercles. Both the 
Indian and African elephant have hairless, 
rough, very hard, wrinkled skins. But the new- 
born lyoung arc covered with hair, and some 



Konc of .:these'' elephants were, however, 
"the first who ever burst'' into remote Britain 
after the m.ainmoths had disapjieareil and wc 
were separated from-, Europe by the geologi- 
cal-.changes which ga\-e us the Jinglish Chan- 
nel--La,_Manche. Though Julius (baesar' him- 
self doesjnbtyment^^ it, it is definitely, stated 
by a writer" 'on sTra named Polyacnus, a 
friend of the Emjieror Alarcus .Aurelius,: that 
Caesar made use of an elei)hant armed with 
iron plates and carrying on his back a tnwer 
full of armed men to terrify the ancient Hritons 
when he crossed the Thames — an operation 
which he carried onl. 1 believe, somewhere be- 
tween Molescy and Staines. The ups and 
ilowns and. the , cpnfings ,:and 'gPings... of ele- 
l)hant.s even iii these later days of human mi- 
gration and enterprise arc of interest. I have 
s<une more to relate on this subject, and. on 
the far older geological hi.story pfrth■e.;devc.^pp- 
ment of the elephant's plroboscis'^^aridvhis ■ too 
valuable tusks.

The Local Council of A\'omen, headed by 
Miss Dr. Ditchie-England ,and assisted by a 
number of the professors of McGill Univcr.s'ity, 
carrit'd out ;i most aggressive campaign in su|)- 
port <if the slate selected hy the Citizens' 
League, .and li.ad a number of regular commit- 
tees org.-mized to attend not only lo the disli i- 
billion nf all kinds of literature and iiostal 
cards, but also for ;i personal canvass of all 
women who hati a riglit to vote at the muni- 
cipal elections. Their work is said to have 
borne the best pcssibie results everywhere they 
went, and the number of women voters to go 
to the polls was by far the largest in the his- 
toi}- of Alonlrcal. 

The \A'onien's Tenqierance Union was also 
at work for some nionths bet'ore the election 
c-iinassing esi)eei;dly for the candidates who 
were in fa\-(n- of ;m early closing by-law and 
ollering the greatest' opposition lo the ;dder- 
nien who had xnted against the Ptirker earlv 
closing b\ law, and were again seeking election. 

The Local Council of Women have done 
such effective work that.it , is npvv certain that - 
it will' be a permanent .organization giving its ' 
best support to the Citizens' League in its en- 
deavor to get cleaner civic government for the 
cit}- of Alontreal. 

j'.x-Al;iyor L.apin-le. wiio is at the head of 
the Citizens' lA'agtie, is sinqily enthusiastic re- 
gardiii!,',- the wm'k dmic by women's societies, 
and after the election li.ad been won. In. made 
:i point of ])ersonally seeing the officials of the 
Women's .Association, ami on behalf oi the 
Citizens' League, thanking them for the 
work they had carried out in such an efficient 
manner. — Canadian Courier. 



Blotting Paper 

Blotting paper was discovered purely by 
accident. Some ordinary paper Avas being 
made one day at a mill in Eerkshire Avhen a 
careless workman forgot to put in the sizing 
material. It mi\y be imagined what angry 
scenes would take place in that mill, as the 
whole of the paper made was regarded as being 
quite useless. The proprietor of the mill de- 
sired to write a note shortly afterward; and he 
took a piece of waste i)aper, thinking it was 
good enough for the i)urposc. To his intense 
annoyance the ink spread all over the paper. 
.^Ml of a sudden there flashed over his mind the 
thou.ght that this paper would do instead of 
sand for drying ink, and' he at once advertised 
his waste paper as "blotting." There was such 
a b.ig'deinand that the mill ceased to make or- 
dinary paper and was soon occupied in making 
blotting only, the use of which sprcatl to all 
countries. The result now is thai the descend- 
ant of the discoN'crer owns the largest mills in 
the world for the manufacture of this special 
kiiul of pajjer. 'I"he reason the pajier is of use 
I'n drying inkis'.that really it is a mass of hair- 
like tubes, which s'tick up liquid by capillary at- 
traction. If a very fine glass tube is put into 
water the liquid Avill rise in it owing to capil- 
lary attraction. The art of manufacturing blot- 
ting pajier has been carried to such a degree 
that the product has wonderful absorbent qual- 
ities. 

All blotting paper is made from rags. The 
original blotting paper was of a pink color, 
due to the fact that red rags were used — ragS. 
which could not be used for making the ordin- 
ary paper, as the color could not be removed. 
Here was a method for using the apparently 
useless matter, and so for a long time pink-was' 
the predominant color. It is a matter for sur- 
prise what curious preferences are shown by 
various people with regard to the color of the 
blotting-paper they.jiLtse. 5: B^^ men great- 

ly prefer that df ■ ia'Diff f^icojlcfpi f This is preferred 
to white from the fact that it-is raore easil^^^^ 
tinguished from the letters that' are 'handled, 
wdiile at the same time it is not sufficiently 
striking to seem out of place in an office. It is 
only in England that buff colored blotting pa- 
per is the favorite. Countries which ])ossess 
hot climates prefer green, and this preference 
caiv be- understood readily when it is remem- 
bered tlfat green is such a restful color to the 
eyes. The people on the Continent have quite 
a different taste with regard to the color of the 
])aper, they prefer vivid colors, showing espe- 
cial preference for deep pink. Ladies of all 
lands prefer more dainty colors, chiefly mauve. 
This colored clotting paper, by the way, was 
also accidentally produced in the first place; in 
this case some blue and red rags became mixed, 
together, and so this color was produced. 

There is an opinion which seeins to be- -fair- 
ly prevalent that colored- papers do . not. blot 
a well as -white. As a matter of fact, thevcplor 
makes no difference at all to the absdrbeiit 
quality of the paper, the particular tint''de- 
])endiiig purely upon the fdending of the ra.gs. 
Quite the newest tint is black. This is pre- 
ferred by persons who do not wish anybody ti^ 
see what has been written. If an ordinary 
piece of blotting ]japer, say White, has been 
used, it is quite easy to reatl- What has been 
blotted simply by holding the paper up to a 
mirror. The black paper, however, absorbs 
the ink marks without showing them. In the 
case of the sovereign, any piece wdiich has 
blotted His Alajesty 's signature is at once de- 
stroyed. .As a matter of fact, King Edward 
A^II. always uses an extra thick white sheet of 
blotting paper, known technically as "Fords 
80-pound white," though . until recently very 
thin pink paper was that preferred for official 
use.— London T, ,P.'s Weekly. 



DANGER OF' CLEARING THE THROAT 

The impulse to clear an obstructed air pas- 
sage is perfcctlv natural. When air fails to 
pass freely it is usually because the passage is 
narrowed by congestion and swelling of its 
lining membrane. But a person thu.s affect- 
ed is apt to think that the trouble is caused b}- 
an obstruction, which must be removed b}' 
forcing through the tube a column of air un- 
der pressure. He, therefore, either coughs, 
clears his throat or blows his nose. ' ' . 

The fticts arc about as follows : An extra 
supply of blood is summoned to resist an in- 
vadin.g foe. and irritation, swelling and secre- 
tion are incidents of the ensuing conflict. It 
may be said that irrilalion sounds the alarm, 
swelling indicates the i)resence of reinforce- 
ments, and secretion provides a covered way 
under which the affected part returns to a 
normal condition. The removal of niucus by 
the successful application of a blast of air does . 
not justify the effort made, hut really indi- 
cates that a natni.-d proieclion has been sui^ 
rendered. .A simil.ar situation is seen in the 
case of a cutaneous .abrasion. It would not be 
good ])ractice to wipe the part by the frequent 
application of a brush. It would be better to 
leave it untouched until healing takes place 
under the protective coat which inflammatory 
action had brought and spread over the affect- 
ed part. When the throat is sore, interference 
aggravates the irritation, and the irritation in 
liirn ])ronipls further interference, forming a 
"vicious circle." which calls I'or the exercise of 
reason and self-control. .l.'',xcessi ve secretion 
induced by repeated muscular effort docs not 
proyephat the,:\casc is a severe one, and that 
actioh'waS' justifiable. It indicates rather that 
inflammation and its products have been in- 
creased by ill-advised e.xcrtioh. It is better to 
omit trymg to remove r>bslructions which do. 
not exist, and to apply. 11 necL-s.sar\-. lor pro- 
fessional advice.!'— New \ork iMcdical Rec-

The Man Who Stole the Earth. 

Sometimes an otherwise iinpossible story 
points a moral and sets us thinking by its very 
absurcUt}-. Whether or not the autiior of tlio 
above romance; intended his story to be ridicn- 
lous or not is something of a question, but 
certainly , as a story it leaves but one .irnpre^^^ 
sion on the mind of {h%>eader. bn'e'fac^^^^^^^^ 
. ever it does bring home to us and that is, ^that 
- no issue whatsoever justifies the sacrificing of 
innocent lives for the "sake of the general or 
larger good.'' No doulit it is this idch. to n 
large extent that nian\- of our "great" men 
so-called, have in mind when they ruthlessly 
trample all things that stand in their way, in 
order to attain the particular object tljey; have 
;in vicvv. To the average thinker it Seeniis a 
»;"ni.onvimental piece of impertinence, no matter 
' what" his" position or capabilities for a man to 
arrogate to himself the ]1rerogati^■c of the 
Almighty, and set himself up as a judge as to 
the survi\ al of the fittest. Probably there arc 
l>coplc ^\■ho would consider this question de- 
batable, but after all it simply amounts to 
\Yhether ,or not t}ie commandment "Thou Shalt 
Not 'Kiir is "debatable. 
■ In' the' story "The Alan \\W> Stoic tlic 
Earth," we have a great many people wan- 
tonly sacrificed in order that a man wlio sccm.s 
to have nothing in his favor except a rcniark-- 
ably handsome personal appearance, should 
jiosscss himself of a princess whose chief char- 
acteristics arc conceit, flippancy and inconsis- 
tency. The events which conic about as the 
result of the use of a wonderful airship arc 
within the range of our imaginatjop,?but.: the 
author might be reminded when he ispeaks b£ 
kidnapping the baby Czarovitch, that he is 
writing of a lad of six years whose fondest de- 
light is probably not "being cuddled." Evi- 
dently this part of the story was written some 
years ago and in the meantime the Czarovitch 
has grown. There are many more incon- 
gruous absurdities in the story which is sup- 
posed to take place some time in the near fu- 
ture, but the book can do no harm which is 
something in its favor.

verse. A badly cut coat goes a long way to- 
ward creating a favorable and sympathetic at- 
titude in Germany.

is, but 1 suspect that, in a country • .^hcrStsp"- 
many are prpfessipnal .musicians,;- there is. a 
natural prejudice tbwa^3 tii!s;im^ 
too .successful. / 

• -''The'h public also believes that the rich 
man cannot succeed in music. That is non- 
sense. I have a case in mind now where a 
rich man is really a great artist and where he 
is having a tremendous struggle to convince 
the people that because he is rich is no reason 
why he cannot be a gopdv-m ne- 
cessity of riialiiiig 'a- living" hiiiders the artistic 
development. It is hard to go ahead when one 
must consider the matter of earning money 
for the next meal. The most ideal state is that 
of the artist who has cut his living' exi)enses 
down to a minimum and does not then need to 
consider how much he makes. The fight for 
the bare necessities of life is the thing that 
stifles art.' 

"And in., such a fight oncr finds out.xnany 
peculiar' things, Poj)ulantv, as evidenced by 
gate receipts, is most misleading, for ft does 
not always mean true fame: it may mean only 
noloriet}'. The public niav be- attracted to a 
])la}'er because bis hair is l<-ing, because ot 
ridiculous ])ress agent stories, or many things 
which do not stand foifiXrue art. The notorious 
artist has but ari,;,ephqnieral career, the true 
artist a long one, thoiigh the latter may have 
the: harder financial row to hoe, L!ut, as a , 
conclusion of the whole matter, no artist can 
be truly judged until he is dead, until there is a 
nersoective. If then the memory grows more 
tender, if there seems to be an unfillahU' va- 
cancy, then the artist was truly great, A 
notable example was that of Joseph Joachim, 
It is true that he was severely criticised in his 
last years and that his playing did grow child- 
ish and out-of-tune, Init now tliat he is gone,, 
musicians are beginning to realize the; great 
loss they have sustained. 

"Indei)endeiice ! .Ah, that is what the artist 
must; ha\-e more than anything else. Jnde- 
])endence of means so that he may live and 
work without constant worry, independence of 
technic, ,sp. that. ihe^ may express ihis^fjiighest 
thoughts' \vithout thinking; of .tech|iiiCt .inde- 
pendence of criticism, so that he may .go on 
ids w^ay unconcerned, always working- to.ward 
the ideals v.diich he knows are right. 

"If 1 were free, if I were in a position to lay 
down my \ iolin aiul say. "now I ivill do what 
1 wish,' I would conccrlize very little. Play? 
Yes ; but in a clifferent way. 1 would s.eek out 
good compositiotta pfiyWprU littl^Jcnovvn 
composers (and >;therfe'Fare' rmany 'Wclr).

That would 
be the ideal lifci wprk for art, not for a living.

Wjth reference to singing — which gets- a 
new turn every little while frcuii some new fad- 
dist, cither in voice-i)rodnciioii nr iiiler]M-eta- 
tion, of which latter l lerr l,udwig W iillner, at 
liresent touring the I'nited Slates and soon to 
visit Canada, is an eminent ex'aniple. the Musi- 
cal f,eader and Concert-Goer, of Chicago, al- 
leges iluLi we are all in dfinger of .a_ new:- infec- 
tion.

MUSIC AMONG THE AZTECS 

Examples remain of three songs of the an- 
cient Aztecs which aliound in simple, hold and 
striking figures of speech, writes Agnes Gor- 
don Hogan in the Philadelphia Record. A sin- 
gle v/ord often formed the whole song. Their 
chief musical instiument was the heuhnett or 
upright drum. It consisted ol a section of > a 
tree trunk hollo\yed tp a. thin cylinder.. Across 
the top was stretched a headVdf skin^sccur^d. by 
wooden pegs. 

The .\xlecs also had the te])(-m ;is the hori- 
zontal drum. This also consisted of a liollow 
piece of wood, -with: a, thin sheet of wood above 
the hollow part;i This wood tvas cut into two 
tongues attached only at one end of the wood- 
en Ijlock, These tongues differed in length and 
thickness and were thus capable of jiroducing 
different sounds. 'J'hey also had the sus])cnfi- 
ed base made of wood, pottery or stone, which 
(111 being struck produced a sonorous to'iie. 
They also used the notched rattle, made from 
th e long bone of the leg. : A series of . .notches 
were made ' ih thei 'bone, across' \vhich ' a thin 
bone or stick was forced. The loose end of the 
notched bone was connected with some hollow 
object, which served as a sounding box. They 
also had metal gongs, tinkling bells and rat- 
tles. Whistles and flutes were likewise found 
among their musical relics, with reed pipes of 
various kinds. • . 

;^„i.T)li.e!^;.tribes of Central Africa .furnish, quite 

' the "sarne variety of musical instruments. In 
the Congo llasin arc today found rattle balls, 
consisting of natural fruits, containing dried 
seed, ^^■ooden balls of a similar character arc 
found : rattles with handles, consisting of routid 
friiit containing their own seeds fastened on a 
Slick ; w-oodcn bells, iron bells, sticks for clap- 
ping, tom-toms, drums, gongs and the marim- 
ba, the xylophone.' They .also have trumpets, 
horns, wHi^tles^'rtufes'i'nd ocarinas, and main- 
tain a variety of stringed instruments;.: the 
sounding boxes of which are gourds, wooden 
bowls or turtle shells. There is abundance of 
evidence lhat the ancient .Aztecs danced in mi- 
metic form to the rude sounds of these ])rim- 
itivc inslrunicnts. 'J'he same is true of the 
tribes of Central Africa at the present tiihe. 

^3<^ -3she fact to be- emphasized is that music 
found its- first expression-''in rude responses to 
the pleasant voices of Nature, and that primi- 
tive men utilized their talents in adapting the 
.simplest contrivances, first, in imitation of Na- 
ture, and, secondly, in giving utterance to' the 
pleasure eiigen<lerefl ' by soothing, natural 
sounds. ]f this view b'e correct," then the 
splendid modern symphony is the evolution of 
the -primilive man's gourd and' rattle;

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ENGLISH SOVEREIGNS '->.v' . I 

^ Richard 11. WHS a hian in many respects 
resembling; his vfather, Edward III. He had 
the' same great per.sonal coiiraye. the .same fac- 
ulty of rising-to the dcniaiuls ol an emergency, 
the same weakness ot rcsoliiUon. the same dis- 
regard of his promises, llie same ahsuncc ot 
diplomacy. Me was very iumd.some. He lo\ e(! 
pleasures, liut not to excess. He. was indohnit. 
Such a king, confi-oiited - with ; a ^ baronage, 
■vwhich was jealous of its owa; power,'; and a 
Comh'ionalty, which had lerirned~h6w to exer- 
cise authority, ascending the tlirone wliile he 
was yet a lad, and surronndod with advisers 
more influenced b)' jjcrsonal rivalry than by a 
desire to promote tiie welfare cither of the 
sovereign or the kiiit^dom, was foredoomed to 

. ilifficullics. .\s tiionsii the domestic affairs of 
the kingdom were not in themselves^ suffi- 
ciently serious, the war in France^ dragged 
along its inglorious' coursed ,Richar.d'' is not 
usually regarded as one of ouV great king.-'., hni; 
%i;hen it is remembered that he inherited an in- 
secure crcwn, a profitless war, an empty 
treasury .'ind a dani^orous and difficult mass of 
.Social questions wiili which he was forced to 

' deal, the wonder is not that he did no more, 
but that he was able to keep the kingdom from 
■absolute anarchy. 

Parliament was not slow to, assert its au- 
thority. The King being a minor, there was 
not unnaturally much apprehension as to the 
men who should compose his Council, and the 
demands of the war callini^ for lUDncy. the 
ncccssar}' grants were not made until after a 
statute had hecn passed dcclarinj;- tlie barons 
should have the right to nominate the privy 
council, who were to be members of parlia- 
ineht, and that the Commons should have the 
right, by commissioners appointed for that 
purpose, to audit the public accounts. It was 

. also enacted that when once a Bill had been 
passed by both 1 louses of 1 'arliamcnt, it should 
receive the royal assent Avitliout any change in 
its provisions. Mere wc find the' foundation 
laid of responsible government, or. as the ex- 
pression used most commoiily in England puts 
it, parliamentary government. A notable 
thing about the 'rules thus laid, down is that 
tlicy were accompan ied. by tli c declaration that 
they v.-cre in accordance.wi.th the ancient ctis'^ 
toms of the realm. ' ' '.' "•' '■ 

U hcn the King came of ago, and alter his 
return from France, to which country ho went 
lo be married, he resolved to free himself from 
Iiarliamcnlary control, and for a time ho seem- 
ed likely to be successful; but his ambitions in 
this direction were destined to be thwarted, 
and in ihe end they cost him his crown. He 
Svas formally deposed;. by Act of Parliament; 
and here T\'e libte wHat may be regarded a^. the 
^;trongcst possible expression of the sdvereigii- 
ty of the English pcojilc. As a rule lavvs can 
only be enacted by the conjoined assent of the 
Commons, Lords and King; but hero wc have 
a demonstration that royal assent is not neces- 
^sary, ior ihcrc was no king to assent to iho 
statute declaring Richard to be no longer sov- 
ereign and that the crovyn should pass u> 
Henry Bolingbroke, his cousin*and son of John 
of Gaunt, the powerftilj. and ambitious son of 
Edward III. ~ The ' great event of Richard's 
leign was tiiis assinnption of absolute power 
by Parliament, and it was the answer of the 
l)coplc of England to the claim of the king 
fliat he was. to use his own language "ciuiie ■ 
as able to manage his own affaii>''witiiout anv 
assistance from any one." 

Wc saw in the sketch of the reign of E<1- 
ward I If that the result of tiie flacjue was to 
plunge England in labor troubles.'' These in 
turn led to the abolition of serfdom. On the 
other hand they suggested a new source of 
taxation. Money was badly needed for the 
I'rcncli war, and every otlier'clianncl being ex- 
liaustcd, recourse was had , to a bead " tax. 
Against this the peasants revolted, and with 
Wat Tyler at their head marched upon Lon- 
don. 'Slo^t people are familiar with the storv 
of how the boy king met them, and fjffored tij 
be tlieir leader, but it is not as general! \- known 
that' the redress claimed by t.Hem was' not cx- 
omption from ta.xation, but exemption from 
serfdom, a request which the king granted, al- 
though later ho revoked it. but too late to re- 
store the ancient institution. .Speaking in gen- 
eral terms, it may l)c said that from that time 
onward the English people were a nation nf 
freemen. The old customs born of serfdom 
may have lingered long in sonic parts of the 
country, and perhaps have not yet wholly 
passed away; but Wat Tyler's rebellion to ail 
intents and purposes put an end to the feudal 
system as established by "William the Con- 
queror. Three centuries of progress had been 
necessary to bring about this change and make 
.England a land of freemen ridcd hy their own 
Parliament to which even the kings were sub- 
ject. 'I'lie foniulations of freedom were well 
and truly laid, so that although afterwards 
kings endeavored to assert absolute power, the 
freedom gained was never wholly lost. 

The reign of Richard was marked by the 
spread of the great religious movement begun 
ill' the time of his father. We saw that in the 
reign of Edward the English Church, backed 
up by Parliament. rel"uscd to recognise the 
authority of the Pojie in many essential par- 
ticulars. V>"yclif advocated noi only the in- 
dependence of rMiglaiid from papal control, bin: 
that llii' T'opc should divest himself of any 
claim to temporal power. His influence spread 
to Germany by way of Flanders, where l\iiss 
took it up and began the movement which Lu- 
ther;,' afterward carried, through successfully. 
V'Vyclif's efforts were chiefly confined to Eng- 
iaiid.' It is not necessary to give an account of 
Lollardism. for lo do so \vonld Ijc ti) enter up- 
on cc>ni.roversial ground, it will lie sufficient 
to indicate some of the results. One of these 
was the .translation, of the E|ible into English. 
' ■ 'I 



-•''The' sacred canon was thus l.)rought into the 
■ possession of the masses, and as one of the 
■claims of the Lollards was for freedom of in- 
dividual interprotalioii of tlic .'Scriptures, a 
wonderful impetus was given to thought. Cut 
more than this followed from \\"\'clif's labors. 
An English Bible meant the fixing of the stan- 
dard of the Englishl s]li?eclj;JgE^ there 
had been a gradual eViJlut^^^^^^ language, 
I hc/Sajion forcing out tjie' Norman, but asvthe 
Chui^ch'coriducted its services in Latih'an'clthe 
courts carried on their proceedings in French, 
there was no basis upon which the language of 
the common people could rest. This Wyciif's 
Bible supplied. About the same time the courts 
began to use iMiglish, ami the proceedings i;f 
Parliament Avere in the vulgar tongue, but as 
3^et there was no book in general use that 
. Avould serve to fix the standai'd of .spe^ch. True 
the English of Wyclif woulcl not' be veVy intel- 
ligible to most of us today, but it determined 
• the cour.se upon which l{nglish was to be 
L'.voK'od. Chaucer's poems attained a wide vogue 
at the same time, and as ihoy wore writt'-.n in 
the popular speech, they also had their inlln- 
cnce in determining what English should be. 

Thus we see that the reign of Richard If, 
though inglorious from the militant i^oiut of 
view, was of vast importance to the Jinglish 
nation. It gave the people parliamentary gov- 
ernment in the fullest meanhig of the term ; 
it witnessed the abolition of serfdom; it was 
marked by the successful assertion of the right 
of iiarliament to supervise expenditure as well 
as to grant mone\ s io the Crou ii ; it saw the 
beginning of religious freedom and the cstab- 
lisbnient ot iho English language as we have 
it today. During the time of Richard the part 
taken b}- the Church in political, affairs Was 
much less prominent than it had been during 
the reign of some of iis predccessor.s. The 
Church seemed to l)o passing through a change 
not altogether dissimilar ' to that which was 
taking place in secular affairs, lint the pro- 
cess v.-as slower. The right to punish heresy 
with death had not yet been assertorl. Wvclif, 
as wc have seen, was never jnevonted from of- 
ficiating as, a.(Priest. although his teachings 
w6re hostile to the Papacy. It Avas doubtless 
this freedom of opinion, tolerated in high ec- 
clesiastical circles, that delayed the rrioveiWent 
which made England Protestant. In religions 
as well as in political development, it seems 
necessary that there shall be an c.^ercisc of ex- 
treme iiower to stimulate an advarice' towards 
complete freedom. " 

THE JEWS. 

The Jewish conquest of Palestine under 
the leadership of Joshua was,' on. the surface 
of things, fairly complete, 'and;%t. its close they 
■were in possession 'oi a rcgton;abbut as J^r^^ 
as \'ancouver Islan'd; with a 'coast line of about 
_ioo inilos. it extended cast of the Jordan an 
indefinite distance, the boundaries never beiiig 
well defined, for the trilics that remained there 
wore pastoral. mo\ ing from i)laco to |)laco as 
the requirements of tlioir cattle and sheep de- 
manded. But although the conquest was ap- 
parently complete it was not so in point of fact 
for the natives rose against them - repeatedly 
and with such success' that it seemed as if 
they would achieve their independence.' ' • 

L"p to this 'time the jiolitical .system of the 
Jonvs had been what iias been calle'rl theocratic. 
ICach tribe was a species of republic managing 
its own affair.s as best it could, but acknowl- 
edging from time to time a common leader. 
iMoscs was the first of these and Joshua the 
next. After a period of disaster Othniel ])ut 
himself at itheir head and so successfully con- 
ducted affaii's that "the land had rest for forty 
years."' Biit the; tribes were indepcndeiit to 
each other. ■ They looked njKin Jeho\ali as 
their king, and upon tho priests as His repre- 
sentative, and they were iniolerant of the idea 
of any ruler. This in tlioory at least, was their 
system, but as a matter of' fact tlicy wore not 
vorv greatly difforent from the native races. 
They ai)an(loned the wislios of Jehovah and 
became followers of Baal. Tlioy "intermarried 
with other people and adopted many of tlioir 
customs. For a period of three hundred years 
llieir history was not one in the least in keep- 
ing witji their national traditions and aspiia- 
lions. Then there arose leaders who were 
known as judges, of whom Iho groatesf were 
l-'^liud. Deborah, Cidoon. .Samson and Sanir.ol. 
Tlio exact political st.ntns of the jiulgos must 
roni;iiii matlci- of suriniso. Whether ihey 
were chosen by the people or forced themselvos 
to the front by the strength of their own abil- 
ity we do not know. Of Ehud'we arc told that 
the Lord raised him up as a deliverer. Deborah 
conies on the scene, as it is related in the Book 
oi" Jiulgcs, without ail}- introduction. We are 
simply told ■"And Deborah, a prophetess, the 
v.-ifo of Lapodotbo, she jiulgod Israol at th;it 
lime." (;i(loon is introduced the statomont: 
that wlioii lie was tlircsliing wheat llio Ango: 
of the Lord came and said: "Tho l.vord is with 
thee, thou mighty man of valour." .At this 
time the Jews were in a transition stage. The 
patriarchial or tribal system was proving- in- 
adequate to their needs. They harl fallcn'awuy 
from their ilependcnco upon Jeliovaii, and were 
beginning to realize the need of what wc call in 
these days a strong goxernmenl. The judges 
were not kings, l)Ut tlicy Avore very muoli liki: 
dictators, and .\biinelccli suoceodod bis father 
Gideon williout imy <.|iieslion being raiscnl ri'-. 
to hi.-, right to clo so. Ills snocossor Tola 
was judge for 23 years and his successor jair 
for 22. Samson's term of office was twenty 
years. After Samson there came a period of 
anarchy, or as the Ikiok of Judges says: '"in 
those days there was no king of israol: everv 
man did that which Avas right in his own e\-es." 

The last of llio jiulgos was Saiiuici. Me 
M'as a wise, useful and patriotic ruler. Me 
seems to afford an example of pre-natal iu- 



flucnce for wo are told that hi.s mother, a wo- 
man of remarkable gifts, consecrated him to the 
service of the Lord betore Ins bu"th. He was 
trained in his youth for the work of govern-

SURNAMES. . 

\\'heii John Smith marries .Mary Crown tho 
ihc officiating ciergynian, in most of the 
chwrches-^t. least, savs and the parties rci)';at 
after hmi: ' 'il John, 'take thee, Mary," and "E 
Mary take thee, John,'-' .-aodiso pntito. the end. 
To the church 'John is John, hot John ■ Sfnith, 
ami Mary is Mary only. These being the names 
give them in baptisju. tlicy arc their Christian 
names and by them aionc docs the Church, in. 
liicory at least, rccogni/.e them. Like many ■ 
other things, clerical and otlicrAvise, this is a 
survival of the times Aviien there Avcrc no sur- 
names. Note the prefix "sur." Wo have 
■K-ai-d lately a good deal about tho Gorman 
"sur-tax," which \vas an addition to the norma! 
tariff upon imports. A surname is an addition- 
al name, and Ave suppose there is' really no 
■reason, in common L-uv at lea.st, Avhy a man 
sliouid not cli;uige his surnanu; Avhcnever he 
foli^ so disposed. The origin of surnames is 
A-arions. vSoinotimcs llicy wciv assumed, in 
'Mher cases they \'.oro given by neighbors: in 
othors tlicy wore used to show 'family relation- 
ship: in others they Averc dcscrijitive of em- 
ployment; in others' they Avere taken from lo- 
calities where the parities lived. There are 
other cases Avhere there is no means of even 
guessing at the origin, and these are almost • 
ajways very old names. vSoinc suniamos are 
simply ancient personal names prcsorx'od un- 
der a slight changed form, Thus the family 
name Lawrence is dcrivorl f:-oni the old Laiiii 
Laurontius; so also Slovens or Stephens .-uid 
various others that may suggest tlionisolvos 
to readers have a. like origin. The commonly 
received idea that such names as Smith, Car- 
ter, Turner, Carpenter and the like Avero do- 
scrir)tivo of the employment' of the person, Avho 
originally hold them, is subject to a great deal 
of (jtialiiicaiion. In many instances they have 
been [lorvcriod first by pronniiciation and af- 
lorAvards by spelling. Ahuiy jioopio can recall 
instances where ii:iine.s Ii.iao boon changed in 
this Avay diiriiig two genorations. .\g;iin in 
maiiA- cases llie ^poliiug has boon preserved 
but the pronunciatitm has been L'ltered. Tho 
oft-quoted cases of Cholmondeley and Majori- 
baiiks need only be mentioned. It may be i^c- 
cialled by some that Avhen General Pole-Garew 
was here there was .some dnceFtainty as to how 
his name ought to he prohdunced.' .It Avas .a 
matter upon which he alone had. the right to 
speak Avitli authority, for every man ought to 
be able to saA- how ho wishes to bi- called. 
.Moniliers of the same famil;/ pnMiounce their 
iiainos dilferently. Thus \Valter l]esant, the 
author, pronounced his name Avithoiit any ac- 
cent ; his sister .\mpe, also knoAvn to fame, 
gave the final sy!lai;!c a jironounced accent. 

Most surnames are relatively modern.' ! A -, 
recent Avritor on the subject says that ver}'- feVv 
oi them can lie traced in tho same families 
beyond the beginning of the Sixleenih Ceii- 
tury, and that of , the Avhole British nobility 
only tAvent3''-five claim to be able to trace 



their famil}' names to k datesbefore-'thc Nor- 
man Conquest, and in nearly :every 'one of them 
there is a good deal more doubt than certainty. 
The wel!-knou'ii Lancashire family of ToavuC' 
ley claims thai; ns name can be traced Avith 
some changes io the time of .Alfred the Great, 
and the Avhole stor}'' Avas at one time set out 
in .Burke, but a good deal of doubt has been 
. thro-\vh upon it. If the record is correct this 
. is tp-t^oubtedly the 3pidest,^.;.English family 
name. Of course aIlTai\-iili& are alike old in 
one. sense of the Avord, but they are not all 
alike old in respect to their o.xistcuce as a 
distinct group of individuals of common des- 
cent. 

V\'e IiaA-e nothing corresponding in Faiglish 
to tho I'rench prefi.x "do"' because our ances- 
tors dropped the use of it long ago. John of 
Chesterfield, for example,-- became, John Ches- 
terfield. .So aiso Avhile- the- French preserved 
the jirefix "!e" in many ■ cases, the English 
droijpod ii. John the Baker became John 
Baker. Nowadays avc are accustomed to look 
upon these prefixes as a mark of .aristocratic 
lineage, but they are not necessarily so. Alaiiy 
families have dropped thorn; others have 
merged them into the remainder of their sur- 
names. .Almost any one v.itli a jdace name 
has a right to place '"dc" before it. The pre- 
fixes Mac, O and Fitz do not necessarily im- 
ply a common descent for t/iose A\'ho bear 
them. They indicate community of interest 
quite as often as a common origin. The ad- 
herents of a chieftain assumed tliom or received 
tiiom frr>m persons at|;icli0'l to other loaders. 
'J he history 0/ tiie cl.'iiis of Scotland is not tho 
history of a family, but of a group of iieojile 
Aviio from time immemorial were banded to- 
gether for mutual advantage. Th,e same is true

Many 'Surnamcs*now- quite unlikp Avcrc or- 
iginally the .same btit Avere changed in s])el- 
ling before the standard'^o.f the Iangua.ge Avas 
t:;-;ed. Ht;nder.-,o;i and Anderson arc thought 
to have been the same ori.ginally and to have 
been derived from .'Xndrcw's son, altliou.gli 
this, as is the case with most names, is not 
fiv any moans certain. In a history of Eng- 
lish names, Ellis is said to have been derived 
from Esther and Babbit from Barbara, both 
these names having been traced back to the 
tiiiie when tli.eir holders were tenants in the 
'one case" of the Abbess of St. Esther and in 
the other case of the .Abbess of St. Barbara. 
The spelling of names is arbitrary. Thus there 
arc AtAvoods, AttAvoods, .AtAvodcs and perliai)s 
other varieties of the uamo Avhich originally 
was j\ttc-the-Avood. ConiA-n, Coinyngs." Cum- 
mings, and. Cummings Avcre all originally 
Coniyii. Bcecham is Beauchanip imspcUcd ; 
but Jqhnson and Johnston \vere orJginally dif- 
.?fcre'nt, although doubtless cacfi^amilyliias'hot 
lieen careful to preserve the disHnctionV' John- 
r.on Avas originally John's' son: Avliereas Johns- 
ion doubtless meant one Avho lived in John's 
toAvn or tun, as it A\ as once called. 

Of late years it has come about that men 
are apt to be indignant if addressed by strang- 
ers Avitbotit the prefix ".Mr." As a matter of 
fact it is rather a mark of distinction to be 
spoken to Avitliout it. A surname, when it 
once becainfi , fitted, Avas as much a mark qf 
distinction as a'title is regarded nOAvadaysrThe 
Duke of .Argyll signs himself Argyll ; the latest 
baron drops everything else than the name he 
assumed Avhen elevated to the peerage. Most 
peerages being very modern, the man or avo- 
man Avhosc surname has cpme down through 
the centjiries. need ask no other patent of no-

In this "an- 
alysLs" wrongly so-called, iinportant things 
that go to the real building ot character are 
lost sight of; pa.ssing niood.s of tho hero and 
heroine are magnified out of all proportion to 
their significance, and the result is that sen- 
sible people have no paiionce with most mod- 
ern romances, ami silly people find tlicm such 
delightful reading ami "so true ii.i life" that 
they consciously or unconsciously adopt the 
pose of th.eir. favorite man or,woman in fiction, 
iand 'proceed, .to make- life a farce of false .sen- 
timentality.. The! fact oJ,.tfie.-niatter..iSj that 
almost any Avomau, for'Avdniieii fprih.the chief 
object of discussion in the 1att.er-^I:iy books, 
can, if she be .so minded, after reading a story 
like so many that are turned out nowadays, 
place liorsoif in the i)osi|ion of the "Soulful 
lady so-aii'd-so" and fancy she is quite as in- 
torestiii.g an objoc: lo thi- vveirld in general ;is 
the l.'idA' in tUe book is to her circle 01 readers.

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FIGHTING THE SCALE 

. by James Simpson 

I was very much pleased to see an article 
on the above subject in your issue of the 6th 
instant. It is such an important subject for 
so many people in British Columbia that I 
hope the following remarks on the matter may 
be of use to many fruit growers. 

The writer of the article, E. P. Felt, State 
Entomologist of New York, gives a good de- 
scription of the scales that so usually infest 
fruit trees, but, like a great many of our 
teachers, wants a good deal of practical knowl- 
edge, or he would not write of mixing oil and 
water; this, I thipk, was mentioned in Scrip- 
ture long ago as a foolish thing to try. Even 
mineral ail^ a most wicked tiling to put on 
plants does not mix, though it is often used 
as an emulsion, and often with disastrous re- 
sults, as is well known by practical people. 

Then he mentions that winter treatment is 
not very effective. I would here entirely dis- 
agree with him, and say here, and can easily 
prove, that winter is the proper time to com- 
pletelv exterminate scale, which I can easily 
prove by results. As yet I have never been 
in California to see the orange groves, but 40 
yeare ago had charge of ;a small orange grove 
. iti vthei^lloyal Botanical; GardenSj .Edinburgh, 
whichi;Were badly infested with the San Jose 
scale,' though at that time we simply "called it 
orange scale. My system of treatment was 
not discovered then, and so the scale were 
mostlv left to their own sweet will, the time 
and trouble to eradicate them by the methods 
then known being useless and unavailable. 
The;vwrite,r.vhas,>.h not the least .doubt 

btit 'tKat 'his sysfem would be as effective on 
the San Jose scale as it is on the oyster scale, 
and when better known will be worth thou- 
sands of dollars to the Californian orange 
growers. This will be easily seen when you 
consider that the thousands, I might almost 
say millions, of scale on a plant and always 
sucking the life blood out of it. My cure stops 
all this by utterly killing .the scale, and at the 
same time is a first-class fertilizer to the tree. 
So that this discovery of mine might get a 
fair, test, I wrote some weeks ago to a mem- 
ber of the Provincial Board of Horticulture 
and asked for a fair trial on the worst infected 
trees they could find in Victoria, and the Plor- 
ticultural Board to try against mine any spray 
or all the sprays combined which are recom- 
mended by the government; but as. yet I have 
had no reply. ' ■. . :.. ..•,. ,> • .■-.}. ■, , 

. . Last year I asked the board' to aJlpw me .fa- 
cilities for experiment, but did ndt do so^ 
No doubt but they will d< . ...y and bye, and 
so give government sanctic .1 and encourage- 
ment to the best thing that ever came to Van- 
couver Island, as one government official told 
me it was. When in universal use it will 
make British Columbia apples, for size and 
beauty, the envy of all beholders. Another 
yery important point in its favor is that if 
thoroughly done one year there is no neces- 
sity for doing it next year, or even the year 
after, as owing to the insects being all dead 
and the trees much healthier, there is no use 
in applying anything; and so it is not only the 
best, but the cheapest dressing that I recom- 
mend. 

Fruit growers will be wise if thc}' do not 
follow Mr. Felt's advice and spray when the 
plants are in full leaf a kerosene emulsion or 
any other kind of emulsion, as the leaves .are 
the lungs of the plants and are extremely sus- 
ceptible to injury. It is quite amusing to see 
spray makers and vendors recommending their 
particular spra3's, because, forsooth! it sticks 
to the leaf, which is about the greatest fault 
it could have, as if it docs so, it at once closes 
the pores of the leaf and so cripples the ener- 
gies of the plant, which then gets into a con- 
stitutionally, weak condition and a prey to 
every evil - that comes along. 

Mr. 'Felt recommends, like a good many 
people before him, the lime and sulphur spray, 
wliich, according to him, is a good deal of trou- 
ble"' to make. I'er.'-onally, I have never seen 
any good wliatevcr in this spray, and don't 
believe there is any good to Ijc seen. I was 
brought up in a school which tauglit that lime 
was a thorough deslroycr of vegetation, and 
that it is so 1 can thoughly endorse, it eats 
flesh the same way, as everyone knows, or 
should know, and how any one can recom- 
mend it to be applied to living plants is ai> 
utter aijsurdity, and simply' proves that their 
practical education has been neglected. Wool- 
ly aphis is also exterminated by my system. 



HO'W TO GROW AND MANAGE 
AZALEAS. 

During the growing i)erio(l the a;:alca 
should have a temperature of from fifty to sixty 
degrees. Other conditions Ijcing favorable it 
will,; grow and .bloom in a ten'ii)crature any 
wi^ei-eirom forty, to eighty degrees, but these 
extremes are not recommended, particidarly 
the latter, which is not only hard on the plant, 
but the plant is in such a hot, dry atniospher? 
that the red spider, which usually does not 
trouble the azalea, hceomes its implacable 
enemy. When the presence of this pest is evi- 
dent, spray witii clear water or a weak solution 
of soap anrl water rinsing after with clear 
water or the top of the plant may be dipped 
"in the water, which insures the thorough wet- 
ting of every part. During this period the plant 
■ should be given all the light and sunshine pos- 
sible with fresh air wherieVer it can be given 
without a draft. 

Liquid fertilizer may be given if great care 
is exercised. The great 1roul)Ie with man}"- 
ania'eiirs is they think if a little is gooci twice 
that quantity is that nuicli better. Many a man 
and many a woman has I'ound it io be a fatal 
max'.m when the plants became chronic dys- 
peptics, neither fit to live nor ready to die. For 



" liquid fertilizer use"'6ow manure or guano. Use 
the latter according to directions'on package. 

To make liquid fertilizer from cow mann."e, 
fill a jar or pail full of manure, and pom- 
enough boiling rain water over it to fill the re- 
ceptacle. This will make a liquid strong 
enough to kill almost any plant. The color v/ill 
be almost black. When .-eady for use a Id 
enough of this liqt'.'d to a can of :v>.yHterttq.|4;iye 
it hrht brown' color. Of this strength it^rhAy 
be used to give the plant a thorough soaking 
once in two weeks. If the room is of moderate 
temperature and the atmosphere kept moist, 
watering once in ten days or two weeks ought 
to be sufficient. But no cast iron rule can be 
made regarding the frequency with which wat- 
ering may be done, owing to the extent to 
which conditions of soil, temperature and at- 
mosphere may vary. 

The Blooming Period. 

During the blooming period the treatment 
is. somewhat similar to thatr mentioned. Con- 
tinue to give it light and' sunshine. Liquid 
fertilizer may now be given once a week with 
a little closer attention to the w^atering. The 
plant will consume more now that during the 
growing period, and while' it must not be kept 
wet, the soil must not be allowed to dry right 
out or the buds Avill blast and the bloom wither. 
If red spider is suspected, try to get a cooler 
situation, as wetting the leAves will not injure 
the flowers. If the atmosphere is dry, place a 
shallow pan of water on the radiator,_ the 
heater or in some place where the evaporation 
will be fairly rapid, say about Pirie'and a half 
pints in twenty-fotir hottrs for f, 500 cubic feet 
of air space. 

After the blooming period is over the plant 
completes its annual growth and should now 
receive water less frequently. When . the 
weather becomes warm put it out in the open 
air, a shady place on the porch yvhere. it.>\yill 
get only the early morning or late aftei'hobrt' 
sun, will answer, Or it may be sunk in the 
flower border.

plete standstill. Water should now be given 
very seldom, once in three weeks should be 
sufficient if the temperature is not over sixty 
and the atmosphere moist. About the last of 
November begin to look for new growth. ]\Iost 
sorts do not start mitil about the new year, but 
some varieties are earlier than others, and at 
the first sign of returning animation bring to 
the light and water more frequently. . . 

If at any time the azalea should lose its 
leaves in considerable quantities it is a danger 
signal which must not be lightly regarded. The 
indicator points to too much water or poor 
drainage, and the matter must be remedied at 
once. The azalea's demands are fe'^^"..bUt..they 
arc imperative.

- ■ THE AC^Nl^Htl^^'r " ' ' 

Though plants possessirig handsome foli- 
age are by no means rare in the garden during 
the sumnicr months, many of them soon begin • 
to wear a shabby and battered appearance, and 
the perennials, whether they be shrubs, grass- 
es, or herbaceous jjlants, that retain beauty of 
foliage throughout the summer, autumn, and 
well into the winter do not form a long list; 
and for, this reason^ if for no other, the. acan- 
thus Well deserves a plafce of honor in all Brit-, 
ish gardens. Many instances occur where 
plants of noble beauty of Jorin ;ire scarcely 
noticed because of the thoughtless way in 
which they are crowdetl among conunon and 
ignoble things, or are se(;n as single speci- 
mens in a starved and well-nigh moribund con- 
dition. .'\.mong i)lants so situated the acan- 
thus may often be observed' looking the pic- 
ture of misery, though when well grown in 
rich soil and in a suitable position its beauty 
of foliage and flower renders it one of the 
most attractive objects it is possible to con- 
ceive, The common acanthus is a nati\'e of 
Southern Europe, but through the south and 
\vcst of England and in Ireland it is i^ractical- 
ly hardy and is never badly injured by the 
frost. If well planted in rich, porous soil in 
the first instance and carefully looked after at 
ilie outset, for growth during the ^irst feyir 
years is by no means rapid, it will require no 
further attention when once well established, 
i)ut will gain in strength and beauty year by 
year. These plants produce the l)est effect 
when boldly grouped in semi-wild spots and 
permitted to spread at will, the handsome 
iSroad, arching, deeply-cut leaves being nmst 
ornamental at all seasons of the year and the 
tall, spikes of white- and rose flowers adding 
an additional charm to fine, full-sized speci- 
mens. Along the shores of the Mediterranean 
the acanthus luxuriates in many a shady dell, 
spreading wide masses of its noble foliage on 
all sides, and there are few finer effects than 
that of their clustering flower-spikes and giant 
leaves in half-wild spots such as they love so 
well. In Devon, Cornwall, and the majority 
of' the. s southern counties they are perfectly 
happy; forrning huge clumps many feet across, 
with flower-pikes often over six feet in height 
thickly studded with blossoms. A pretty pic- 
ture is presented b}' a large example of Acan- 
thus mollis latifolius associated with giant gnn- 
heras and vigorous ])lantnin lilies (funkia) by 
the waterside, while close at hand colonies of 
the tall Japanese anemones are white with 
bloom. Grown in company with such plants 




and with a semi^wild environment, its beauty 
is better appreciated than in the herbaceous 

' border, and isolated specimens in conspicuous 
sites on the lawn have an excellent effect, and 
the informal charni of the foliage proves a wel- 
come relief to the. masonry of terraces if it be 
planted in front of such. It is also useful for 
vases in the open air, and_ is good if grown in 

. potsdorifipnservatory decoration, as it remains 
prhamerital for yeiars with little care, and will 
live in dark: houses where little else than ferns 
will flourish, 

Soil and Culture 

While generally of slow growth, the family 
is by no means uninteresting even before the 
flowering stage is reached, for the handsome 
and picturesque leaves that are each year put 
forth arc sufficiently attractive in themselves 
to invite attention. Nearly all the species are 
vigorous and ro.bust, j.and :ipij^^\'this reason- re-,- 
quire adequate nutrition, succeeding well iii 
strong, fibrous loam, in which they find ample 
p/rovision for theii' requirements, and even in a 
clayey soil they ma}' often be seen in good 
health. Being naturally such a strong grower, 
the acanthus needs rich and deep soil, and a 
depth of at least three feet of well-manured 
loam should be given to plants. In this they 
will quickly make themSeiy:e.s-:at home, and- in 
the course of time splendid- clumps - four .or 
five feet across will be formed whicH'-"Win .sur- 
pass the majority of so-called sub-tropical sub- 
jects in their stately grandeur. On a sunny 

■ slope of a lawn, planted in the foreground, in 
a position at once sheltered and well drained, 
a group of acanthus forms a pleasing picture. 
In almost any situation where a good depth of 
soil is provided .for them there need be little, 
fear of success, and if they are properly plant- 
ed in, .the. first instance .tl]i;ey;iwil..l rfanai,u'r',in 
good health for ,ycars,if \J,ndisJiirbed'--:'^^^^ 

.. they .are .once. iirJTily 'es^^^ will in- 

crease aninually-' in their' noble beaiity, and a 
group of fine specimens ten years or so of age 
will form one of the most attractive features 
of the garden. A good effect is also obtained 
where the arching, glossy leaves fall over a 
half-buried rock. Almost all the species arc 
.practically ;hfijfly;.^^^^^ so to endure 

,an'. ordinary winter without being harmed, and 

.even if the leaves are damaged in sharp 
weather the roots escape. Still, in the case of 
exceptionally fine examples it is advisable to 
give some sliglit ]irotcction, as a very severe 
winter might jjossibly prove fatal, and such, a 
vplant-;' iSifibt easily replaced. 

Propagation 
All the species may be readily increased by 
division, and it is best to divide in the spring 
when the plant is just commencing to make 
growth. They may.also be propagated by seed, 
which should , b^isolyri as soon as ripe, in sandy, 
porous compost, an(J- will germinate in a short 
time. The seed is best placed in- geh'tle heat 
until the young plants are about an'inch or two 
high. Another method of propagation is by 
root-cuttings, Init this system, while provid- 
ing a most prolific source of supply, will tend 
to considerably weaken the established plant 
from which they are taken. Jt is well to place 
ypungf^.plartts^ J \vrhich-^hiaV raised ^ to in- 

creas'e tli^'"Stp£k:',^in'%ursery Bed^' year or 
so, after which they may be planted out in their , 
permanent positions. It is always advisable 
to - plant in the spring in order that the ex- 
amples-may be able to become firmly estab- 
lished in the ground before the coming of the 
winter frosts. In autiminal planting the roots 
never have time to work deeply into the soil 
before the wdnter is r- upon.: -them. In Pafis,

Th'e following- a!^^^ : 
Acanthus afborelis is a ria^^ Arabia, 

and is one of the finest plants of that dry and 
arid land. It is a tall, evergreen shrub, very 
prickly and spiny, growing rajiidly durin.g the 
sunnner and bearing large leaves about a foot 
in length and .pn. in widtli, bright green in col- 
or, with -whitish \'eins, and long harp spines. 
In the spring cylindrical flower-heads appear. 
Th.e blossoms open first on the lower portion 
of the spike, and last a long time in beauty, It 
ripens seeds in July, and these grow easily, as 
do those of every 'other species of acanthus. It 
will also grow readily from root ctUtings. It is 
a \'ery interesting ])lant of recent introduc- 
tion, but is too tender to withstand the winter 
in the open. 

A. Coroli Alexandri is a native of Greece, 
and is one of the latest hardy kinds. It is a 
dwarf grower, bearing a few narrou' leaves, 
which attain a length of about i6in. and a 
breadth of from three to four inches in a loose 
cluster. In' the spruig it produces dense spikes 
of white flowers suffusi^d with rpse, on stems 
from a; foot to i8in., high. " , . ' 

A Cafidelabrum is a plant of uncertain' or- 
igin, but n strong grower, with leaves of an 
intense green. It flowers in the antunui. It is 
vcvy handsome in bold masses, and succeeds 
w'cU in a moist s[)ot even when in pai-tial 
shade, and is decorative grouped at the foot of 
limestone boulders in the rock garden. 

A. carduif<.)lins is a native of the Cape of 
Good Ho])e. it bears blue fh.twers in August 
and grows to a height of 3ft. It is too tender 
for open-air culture except in the warmest 
s])ots in the British Isles. 

A. hispanicus is a Spanish plant of medium 
growth rarely attaining a greater height than 
2ft., and has broad, tleepl3--cut leaves of glis- 
tening green. Its flowers are white. It is an 
old s])ecies that has almost died out in many 
.gardens. ' 

A. lon.gifobus is a -very free-growing spe- 
cies, with tufts of radical leaves, narrow and 
arching, from 2ft. to 3ft. long. The purple- 
rose flowers arc surrounded by reddish bracts, 



and are borne on short spikes 2ft, in height in 

the early summer. 

A. mollis is the common Italian species, 
with very handsome, deeply-cut, arching 
leaves, horn which it is said that the capital of 
the Corinthian pillar was .copied. 

, -A., mollis latifolius is a. variety of the last 
named, but larger and handsohier, with great 
glossy leaves of a rich green, which often re- 
main in perfection through the winter. The tall 
flower-spikes, frequently over 6ft. in height, 
are borne in Jul}^ and August and are closely 
set with white and rose blossoms. It is also 
known as A. lusitanicus.. 

A. niger is an uncommon species from Por- 
tugal, with shining, dar k-green- leaves 3ft. iii 
length and spikes of purple and' white flowers 
borne at the close of summer. 



EASTER FLOWERS. 

Easter is a festival which seems not to 
have been properly observed unless church and 
home have been decorated with beautiful and 
seasonable blossoms. This association of Eas- 
tertide and flowers grows stronger from year 
to year, arid with each new season the mar- 
kets are taxed more and more to fill an in- 
_ creasing demand. Many persons willingly de- 
ny themselves little luxuries for weeks ahead 
that they ma}^ be able to purchase some potted 
■favorite for their homes at Easter. 

The Easter Lily is queen of the flowers at 
this season and her ])re-eminenee is never 
questioned. The popularity of the Lily for 
church decoration .neyer^' iyaneSj btit', i;ather 
grows greatef ah'd gi^eater from 'year •to y 
Lily culture has become a very importaht.'de- 
partment at all modern conservatories arid the 
greatest care is taken that the plants shall 
bloorii just at the proper time. 

The Rose is another flower that is always a 
favorite and for wdiich there is always a steady 
demand at Easter. This year very large or- 
ders are being taken for the various varieties. 

Carnations of every shade and color hold a 
high position in the popular estce^ij not, only 
on account of their natural beauty, but'becatise 
of the exceptionally long time that they keep 
fresh and sweet. . - - . 

One of the loveliest and sweetest flowers 
that is procurable at Easter are the English 
Violets. There are many who would prefer 
a bunch of Violets to a dozen of the choicest 
roses procurable. If it is allowable to speak 
of fashionable flowers, the Violet is greatl}' in 
vogue at present. Another great favorite is 
the Lily-of-the- Valley, with its pure , white 
blossoms. The delicate perfume is rnpre suit- 
ed to the house than many others, so this lily 
and the English violets are sold a great deal 
together for personal use. ■ 

The great masses of flowers raised at this 
time are intended for church decorations. All 
the above flowers find a place in the altar dec- 
orations, as well as the Hyacinths, the Tulips, 
the Arolias, the Daffodils, the Primrose and 
the. Spireas. .Hundreds of these blooms, pot- 
ted and cut, are used to, beautify . our holy 
churches for the grand festivals!

HOI'.BEPS AND COLD FARMERS. 

The best way to have early plants such as 
cabbage, tomatoes, celery and lettuce, it is to 
start them in a hot bed. The hot bed may be 
easily and cheaply made and should have a 
place^n every garden. For the hot bed make 
,a;irame:foiir feet v/ide and as long as desired. 
3^his 'c'an be made of one by six-inch planks, 
nailed at corners and placed in the ground, the 
north side of the frame extending four inches 
and the south side two inches'; above .th.e level 
of the ground. . 

Dig the pit two feet deep, taking pains to 
have the lower portion a little wider than the 
top.. The heat is best - generated by .-fresh 
horse manure, which is allowed to ferment. 
Put the manure in small heaps and keep it 
damp with water. Hot water will start fer- 
mentation quicker. Stir the manure heap fre- 
(luenlly \v\ih a spade to start deconqjosition. 
When the manure begins to heat, put it into 
the pit, about iS or 20 inches deep and tramp 
well. Cover this with about five inches of good 
garden soil. Put in a thermometer and when 
the temperature reaches about 85 degrees F. 
plant the seed. ' . 

The bed may be covered with ordinary 
glass sash for this purpose. It should, how- 
ever, be left open in warm weather. When 
sash is not availalde. cloth will answer for a 
cover fairly well. 

The cold frame is m;ide like the hot bed, ex- 
cept that the former has no artificial heat. The 
cold frame is simply a bed v/ith good, rich, 
mellow soil arranged so that it can be easily 
covered with sash or cloth cover in cold or 
disagreeable weathers -.^ ; ^ ■ 

It is advisable When' tender plants, such 
as tomatoes, are forced, to start them in the 
hot bed, then transplant them into the cold 
frame. This hardens them and prc])arcs them 
for the trying ordeal of transferring to the op- 
en ground where they are to stand. By means 
of the hot bed and cold frame tomatoes may 
be safely transplanted wh.en they arc in 
bloom. 

Lettuce may be grown during the Avintcr 
in hot beds. It may be started in the hot bed 
and transplanted in the open ground if de- 
sired. 

When a number of hot beds are needed, as 
for' the market garden, care should be taken 
to have them arrang^cd in rov.'s, convcnienll}'- 
located with reference to liarn and garden. It 
is also necessary to have a southern exposure 
so that there will be a large amount of sun- 
light fdr^the young plants. 



SPRAYINd DEMONSTRATION^. 



^^r. R. M. Winslow provincial horticultur- 
ist, has issued the following circular to the 
fruit-growers of the Islands District : 

A series of spraying demonstrations with 
evening talks ; ~pn : "Practical Commercial 
Spraying" has beeh arranged for the districts 
of the Islands arid on the E. & N., as follows: 

March 15, Duncan, in Mr. Duncan's or- 
chard. 

March 15, Nanaimo, in Mr. Mottishaw's or- 
chard; lecture in Nanaimo town hall. 

March 17, Gabriola Island, in Mr. W. T. 
Shaw's orchard; lecture in School house. 

.March 18, SPuth Salt Spring, in Mr. Hud- 
son Ed. Lee's orchard ; lecture in school house. 

In each case the spraying djemonstratipns 
will start at 2 p. m., the boat cbnnectidns, etc., 
permitting; evening meetings at 7 o'clock; I 
will bring the spraying pump I have been us- 
ing this year in this dictrict, and will also pro- 
vide spraying material such as I use. In the 
afternoon the making and application of Bor- 
deaux mixture, lime-sulphur, arsenate of lead 
and aphis sprays will be demonstrated. We 
will make ilJiis very practical, and the effi- 
cieiicy arid ecbriomy of each spray and pump 
will be shown and discussed. In the evening 
the discussion will centre on the different 
types of pumps and apparatus, their cost arid 
efficiency, and conditions under which each is 
best. This will be followed by a talk on a sim- 
ple spray routine sufficient for the needs of 
each district, and a practical discussion on all 
sprays necessary for our use, / 
. Your are cordially invited to be present 
and to take part in this discussion.

A FEW FACTS ABOUT POTATOES. 

(W. J. L. Hamilton, South Salt Spring, Brit-, 

ish Columbia.) 
Although everybody grows potatoes there 
are a few interesting facts about them that are 
not generally known. To obtain an early crop 
of potatoes, not only should an early variety 
b<|;ch^^aj-^.but the tubers should be exposed • 
to Hhe sun under glass until they have turned' 
green, and until the sprouts on them are an 
inch or more long. The longer these sprouts 
are the better, if the sets are carefully handled 
so that they are not broken off. This sprout- 
ing has the effect of developing a number of 
short joints on the young shoots and, as the 
young potatoes form at the joints, it stands to 
reason that the more joints we have under- 
ground, the heavier the crop will be. If after 
planting, the potatoes,, are earthed up, more 
younger tubers will fprm, but as these do not 
develop until the plant has made considerable 
growth, the ensuing crop though heavier- is 
kter than>if.,ihe^^^^^ earthed. 

In Ireland where the labor is not grudged, 
I have seen very fine crops of potatoes grown 
in wet boggy land by the following method: 

After beiiig plowed, the land is marked out 
in strips alternately four feet and two feet 
wide. Strawy manure is spread on the four- 
strips, and on this manure, the freshly cut po- 
tato sets are evenly distributed, at from twelve 
to eighteen inches apart, according to the va- 
riety of potato used. 

The soil from the two-foot strips is then 
shovelled all over the fourrfopt beds, covering 
the potatoes to a depth'of thiree to four inches. 
When the potato tops have grown a few inches 
above the soil, the bed is given another top- 
dressing of . the. soil from the two-feet strips, 
which are by this ' time ' converted into deep 
trenches. 

Good crops are obtained in this way, and 
a second crop is obtained from the land at the 
same time by inserting cabbage plants two 
feet apart along the edge of the trenches at 
about the level of the manure. These general- 
ly also yield a fine crop. By further deepen- 
ing these trenches can be | CQnvfirtedj^;:ij[nto 
drains, whereby the land ca^ fee easily Te 
ed. This hint may be'WOrt^ 'noting, althpugh 
I doubt if the method: ivpu^d. become' pppular 
in this labor-saving country. :, 

Growing Early Potatoes in Cellar. 

New potatoes in small quantities can be 
produced early in the year, when they will 
fetch fancy prices, by the following method: 

Fit up .a number of wide shelves in a dark 
cellar and on these place two inches of almost 
dry soil. Select good-sized tubers and half 
imbed these in t!ie soil, setting them two and 
a half to three inches apart. S'prouts will 
shortly form with small potatoes at their base. 
The tops of these sprouts should be nipped 
off with scissors. Tlie small potatoes can be 
gathered and marketed when about the size 
of a large walnut. Several crops will be born 
before the bed is exhausted. The cellar must 
be perfectly dark. A very slight sprinkling of 
water may be given carefully from time to 
time to the potatoes, though too much does 
harm. 

In fertilizing potatoes, sulphate of potash 
and not muriate of potash should be used, as 
the latter tends to make the potatoes waxy. If 
nitrogen has to be supplied, nitrate of soda is 
preferable to ammonia salts. As a rule, how- 
ever, this is not needed, especially if potatoes 
are planted on a turned under clover 'sod, 
which gives nitrogen equal to about fifteen 
loads of barnyard inamu'c per acre. As po~ ■.' 
taloes lil-ce a strawy^ manure, this clover par- 
ticular!)' suits tlieni and it has another bene- ' 
ficia! effect in that its fermentation produces a 
slight acid reaction in the soil ^vhich has a ten- 
dency to check potato scab. 
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Tall; broad-shouldered and erect^ with the. 
strong; ' well-marked 'face of a great gfe'neral, 
Sitting Bull, the greatest of Sioux chiefs, wlu) 
out-gciicralled Custer of the United States 
Army, and Icilled him and his force in a ljlood_v 
battle on the Little Big Horn, was a man 
whom an3'one would point out as a leader at 
first sight. Such is the recollection of him that 
remains in the mind of W illiam Davis, now 
carpenter at the provincial:.buildings,;in Vic'-, 
toria^ but formerly, like H\ If ; Nash, usliier' iat 
the same institution, a member of tlic first or- 
ganized body of Northwest Mounted Police 
sent into the Canadian wilderness.to maintain 
law and order among savagesrand outlaws. 

Perched among the shavings on his bench 
the other day, his e3'es closed and turned back- 
ward over the intervening years, Davis told of 
the stirring days when the hloody-handcd 
Sioux fled across the border with the reeking 
scalps of Custer's men. Davis w.as tlien atr 
tached to a troop of fifty police stationed a't 
Cypress Hills, near the American bortler, tm- 
dcr command of Col. Walsh. The police pr.st 
was situated in a deep valley circled by liii^h 
hills, and it consisted of a collection of chinked- 
iog buildings surrounded b\' a ten-focjt stock- 
ade constructed of up-ended tiiiibci-s left un- 
chinked. As Davis recalls it now, he says it 

• was more of a death-trap than a protection, be- 
cause ah attacking parly needed only to rush 
up under cover of the stockade outside, shove 
their rifles tlirough the cliinks and blaze away, 
while the force inside, like rats in a trap, could 
not retreat if it wanted to. 

Witli their base at tliis i)ost, Walsh's lroo[) 
])atrolled day by da)- the immense, wild coun- 
try tributary to Cypress Mills. Tlun- awed 
the Canadian Indians, struck terror to the 
heart of outlaws and whiskey traders, and 
rounded up horse and cattle rustlers, either 
driving them across the boundary amid a rain 

• of bullets, or capturing and incarcerating them 
in the prison at Stony Mountain. 

One day away back in the seventies, breatii- 
less Blackfeet scouts came to the police post 
at Cypress liills with startling news that the 
■whole American arm}- had been \vipe(l out to 
the south and that the terrible Sioux were hit- 
ting the trail northward for the boundary. 

This news cotdd not fail to produce some 
uneasiness amont;' the handful of red-coated 
troopers who, although they had no other 
thought than to stand their ground and put up 
a bold front, come what might, felt very du- 
bious as to the outcome when, a thousand or 
more Sioux with the blood-lust strong in them, 
flooded the boundary country. Scouts were 
ilirown out to give word of the ajiijroach of 
Sitting Bull's warriors, and the daily routine 
of the i)ost was carried on, cpiite as usual, sin- 
gle constables riding for and wide, doing their 
duty, despite all the red-skins on the plains. 
Then, over night and 'as silently as the stars, 
the Sioux iuN'aded the Cy]ircss 11 ills, and when 
morning bnjke the smoke from their camjifires 
rose in the cle.ar air from the ridoe of hills coni- 
])letely surromuling the little police post. Tips 
of tc])ecs appeared above the trees, and the 
sight ^vas ominous to the little troo]) of ])o]ire 
ill the valley below. Col. NN'alsh decided that a 
l)old stroke without delay was imperative, .and. 
mounting- every available rnan, he rode at the 
head of his small force into the Sioux camp. 
He sought out Sitting Bull for a pow-wow. 
The Sioux chief was reticent and surly at first, 
but the Canadian officer told him through an 
interpreter that while he sojourned in Canada 
he nuist respect the laws and beluive himself, 
or disaster would come to him and his war- 
riors, they would be hunted as the coyote is 
hunted, driven from bluff to bluff, from slough 
to slough, until not one of them remained. 

Sitting Bull heard tliis ultimatum in silence. 
Then drawing himself up and stretching his 



, arm put to indicate the wide range, Jifj-^said.r in 
a few' words, that the Sioux \vere not af war 
with their white brothers of Canada, that they 
came as peaceful men, \v-itli no malice in their 
hearts and that they would respect the laws 
of the white men. 

This assurance lifted a great load from the 
minds of the police. .\s it was delivered, the 
alert, watchful little troop of recl-coats was lost 
injya .-sea. ,o£_ silent, gaudily.-dfes.sed braves, 
armed to the teeth /and with the" marks, of ;tbe 
Custer massacre still upon thein. Knowing 
full well that at a signal from Sitting Bull they 
would be willed out within five minutes, the 
constables joked with tsc .'-^ioux braves as they 
sat their horses, lau,i,du'd and chatted among 
themsel\-es and never once betrayed the least 
token of fear. .\t the same time more than 
one apparently carelessly-held ^carbine had the 
drop on Sitting Bull's heart,. and had he given 
the signal he himself would ha've been the first 
to fall. 

Hut Sitting I'.ull was true to his word, and 
spoke with a single ton!.>,uc, and diwing the 
l)crir:.d of his sojourn he and his bra\-es were 
always friendl_\- ;ind \\ell-belia\ed. The ]ioiice 
and the Sioux became gocid friends, and many- 
a wild night of dancing and feasting Davis and 
his comrades put m with the men of Sittino' 
BtiU's army. Two i)Oun(ls of tea apiece, given 
over to the squaws, made the i)olicemen wel- 
come guests for a night, and so friendly did 
the police and the Sioux become that, far from 
gi\inL;- trouble, the Sioux often rendered the 
l)i.)licc valuable assistance, llowever. Sitting 
lUdl himscll', while he ])articipated occasional- 
ly in the revels, held aloof for the most part, 
and the police were not deceived as to the real 
motive behind his policy of fricndincss. They 
knew that the wily old chief realized that it 
would never do for him to antagonize the mil- 
itary on both sides of the line at the same time. 
Hut for this it is very likeh- he woidtl have 
murder the police force .-u" Cypress Hills 
without compunction, I'or he was evei l;ittcr in 
his hatred of and contempt for the white nian. 

Notwit^hstanding the professed friendship 
of the Sioux, Col. Walsh was too good an In- 
dian fighter to be entirely off his guard. He 
never ceased to watch and to have scouts tally 
the nioveuicnts of the Sioux. The pidicemem 
so(ni became ])roficient in the Sioux sign lan- 
.iruage, so that they could talk w'lli the In- 
dians. This sign language was very interesting 
and Davis recalls today having met a small 
hunting party of Sioux, mounted on restless 
little buckskins, setting forth from the hills. 
He stopped them and, with signs, asked where 
they Avcrc going. The leader of the party swept 
his arm outward towards the plains and said, 
gutturally: 

"W a-ho, rnini-ton-ka, poney comet, mush- 

toosh !" 

This enlightening [jiece of information was 
rendered perfectly' intelligible by accompany- 
ing signs. The "wa-ho" was suited to a wide, 
away." "Mini-tou-ka'' J")avie Icnew meant 
"big lake" or "big Avatcr"; "i)ony comet" w,-is 
the Sioux jargon word for "fast horse," and 
this word was accompanied by a sign made by 
placiiig the first' and second fingers of the 
right hand over the left wrist in the position of 
a' man astride a horse. "Mush-toosh" was the 
word for "bison," and it was further illumin- 
ated by placing the hands against 'the sides' 6f 
the forehead to re!)resent horns. 

Davis inler|)retc(l the sentence at once. The 
parly was .going far out on the jdains. by the 
big lake, on horseb;ick- u, hunt buffalo. 

It was in 1S77 that Davis was transferred 
to !''f)rt .Mel..e(v.l, in the province of AliKMia, 
where the police were in command of Col. Mc- 
Lcod, a very efficient officer, and it was in 
this year that Davis took part in the making of 
the first great treaty with the Blackfeet. Gov- 



ernor Laird, the old pioneer. ntier||^vjhbi;';until 
last year, was in cliarge of the- Indian Office 
at Winnipeg, but who is now' resident at , Ot- 
tawa", conducted the treaty, and Col. McLcod 
led a guard of 100 Mounted Police as an es- . 
cort for the Governor. The Blackfeet, niany' 
hiuulreds of them, came under the chieftain- 
ship of CrowitJot, as l.iad an old cuss as the 
whole coiuitry I)oasted. The meeting took 
place at Bow Iviver Crossing;'in a deep, wide 
valley, and tiic sight presented there while the 
treaty. W.-IS being made will never be seen 
again, not though all the wild west shows that 
ever were organized could be banded together 
in an amphitheatre made no of all the biggest 
show halls of the world. 

Crowfoot had been reconciled to the treaty- 
making with extreme difficulty, and the police 
■vy ere wary and susi)icious when the . meeting- 
took place. They suspected the old chief from 
the very start, and, as was shown afterwards, 
they had good cause, ft was learned, years 
later, that Crowfoot had sent ennssarics to Sit- 
ting Hull at C}-]iress llills, im[)loring him to 
join with the Pilackfeet in massacring the 
whites at I'.ow River C!rossing when tlie_\- met 
to pay treaty, 'i'^iis was to have been followed 
by a general murderouS/sweeping of the whole 
country. HoWever, old > Sitting Bull had de- 
clined with scorn, because of his policy of 
friendship with the white men in Canada, but 
probably cMpially because of the long-standing, 
deep-seated enmity that existed between the 
Sioux nation and the Blackfeet. 

The ceremonies attend;int upon the pa}-- 
mcnt of ihrec years' treaty nionc}' l.-isled for 
ihree week's. The big \-alley. a niile and a half 
wide and six miles long, was a blaze of color 
and a-dancc with activity. The -Blackfeet 
camp extended from end to and. and at the 
oi)en end of the valley; in a ciuumanding posi- 
tion and protective of the Governor's camp, 
the police escort was est;d)lished. Tb.e i)olice 
were ne\-er off their guard during the wdiole 
three w-eek's. and ex'ery move of the Indians 
was watched with suspicion. The red-skins 
hud decked themselves in their most gaudy at- 
tire, and the: 4,000 of them made. ?i- wonderful 
sight. DavisT recalls that there- were at least 
eight thousand; dpigs attachiid to the Indian 
camp, and these, ciii's made every night a de- 
lirium.' . 

To feed the host of red-skins and whites 
during- the three weeks, great (luanlitics of 
sui)i)lies were recpiired, including herds of sev- 
eral thousand head cu" cattle. The greatest 
menace to llie s,-ifet_\- of the whites and ;i con- 
stant source of trouble for the police \vas the 
presence of a small army of Yankee whiskey 
traders, who took the treaty money from the 
Indians in return for suljihurous licpior as fast 
as it Vv-as paid out. When the redmen had as- 
similated ;i little of this fiery beverage, they 
began to r(;call the glory of their fathers and 
the magnificent traditions of their race, and 
it was only by the exercise of the greatest tact 
and a stringent control of the traders that the 
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police prcvcnterl trouble arriving in large 
chunks. One of the most \';duable assets the 
l)olice force ])()ssessed in this nruntenance of 
law ami order was a brai'c of nine-])onndcr 
guns, the usefulness of which they tlemou- 
strated frequently by shooting at targets. The 
effect of these ])ieces produced a verj' desirable 
sensation of a\\e in everv l'l;ick'feet heart, 
i Iowe\'er, to retain the crjuipliment and offset 
the glory ol the \\'hite men, the war-wdionjis 
organized a grand fand;ingo to finish u]) the 
meeting. When prep;ir;itious for this affair 
were luuler wa_\- the police were positive that 
the crisis was ;it hand. They scented a blind 
in the proposed war dance and sham fight, and 
they were ]M-epared for real hostilities at any 
moment. To this day no man can say whether 
old Crowfoot organized that fandango in good 
faith or not. but the fact remains that he was 
given sm;i)l opportunity t(.) start ;inything, and 
the affair passed off peaceabl}-. 

Davis says he will never forget the thing as 
long as he lives. The Indians decked them- 
selves in fighting 'garb and full war paint, and , 
the affair -began- Avith a- bardarice.' . TTootm 
yelping, slashing rightjand left at tjie ivirj- f^ 
ing rifles and revojvdrs,' hundreds' of hide'otis, 
grotesque bucks as wild as the Cadarcne 
swine,' circled about a central ])oint. .'-^ili'iil, 
watching every movement with nerves steeled 
to :m\' emergency, con\-inced that the signal 
wouhi coniv- .'It any moment, the Mounted Po- 
lice watched the awe-inspiring war dance of 
the niackfeet, 

l-'ollowing the war dance the Indians held a 
sham-fight, and if there was anything of sav- 
agery, of fear-inspiring wcirdncss, wanting, in 
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the . war-dance, it Was thoroughly atoned for 
in the sham-fight. Throughout this again the 
police were watching like hawks, for, friendly 
as they professed to be. the red-skins"'were in ' 
full war reg;dia and ready at an instant's sig-. 
nal to I'all upon the whites. However, the 
dance and the sham-fight passed without dan- 
gerous developments, and the treaty \vai^ -com- 
pleted in peace. • . * • i^l'j'i -^^-r ■ ■ 

Mr. Davis has a fund of:retniniicenw^^^ 
early days, each fraught f-vvitH 'adven'tuife 
danger. Many a time he has walked hand-in- 
hand with death, but he came safely through 
every adventure, and is hale and hearty today, 
an'-'ititerestcd spectator of the march of prog- 
ress across the wide plains where once he saw 
the countless bison roaming, the prairie 
schooner of the whiskey trader treking from 
camp to camp, the flitting horse-thief and the

THE PRINCESS OF WALES IN PRIVATE 

LIFE 

The obligations of her high position require 
the Princc.-s of W ales to iccci) a vast number. of 
social eng.'igemenls \vhich she does Cjuite will- 
mgl}- an<l cheerfully; but there is not the least 
doubt that her chief happiness is in her home 
life; to be \vith her childi-cn and the few who 
enjoy her intimate friendship is the greatest 
enjoyment, the. Princess can have. 

Before the King's accession to the throne, 
Mer Royal I lighness spent a great deal of her 
tiiTTe at York Cottage, and lived what was, 
conip.'u-ati\ ol_\- speaking, a life of scclu^ion. She 
ajipco-ed. of course, at Court, and attended a 
certain number of social .'uid ])ublic fniu-tions, 
but tlie Princess held th;it lier first duty was 
to her children, and to them she devoted by 
far the greater part of her time. 

Never was there a more devoted or loving 
mother. On one occasion when Prince Edward 
was about f<uu- ■.ears old the Princess took 
him, .'IS was her frequent custom, for a walk 
umtccomiianied by a nurse. Iler Ro}-al High- ' 
ness went rather further than she lunl intend- 
ed, and the little Prince suddenl}- declared iic 
was tired and could walk no farther. The 
I^rincess promptly topk.him up. in her arms and 
carried him back the whole vt^-ay to York, Cot- 
tage — nearly .a miJe jclistarit. ' , 
With the Royal Children 

The Princess was . a treniendous belieyer in 
outdoor life for children, and- it was a strict 
rule at York Cottage that the young Princess 
should be reach' to go out at ten o'clock every 
morning unless the weather -Nvas exceptionally 
l)ad, but they were never kept in on an ordinary 
wet da\'. 

Her fvoyal Jlighness in\-ariably went otit 
herself with her children ; she taught them how 
loviitrundle.-hoops, and delighted in running 
•. Vaces with th^ 

-i^Lfter the Kilig's accession, the Princess 
had; of course, to fulfil many more pul)lic and 
social obligations than hitherto; as Princess 
of Wales she had to |)residc at Marlborough 
House, and take an acti\-e part in many func- 
tions at which, as consort of the heir appar- 
ent, it was necessary she should a|)pear. It is 
a ttiatter; of com inon knowledge thai this is a 
part'of iter life which has never aijpealed to 
the Princess; her nature is reserved and re- 
tiring, and if :>she consulted her own inclina-, 
tions she would be seldom or never seen in 



public. But the Princess knows that one m: 
her high position cannot indulge her natural 
inclinations, and she has sacrificed them cheer- 
fully. As hostess at Marlborough Plouse, as 
guest at \-arious great houses, and as patron 
of many charitable ' entertainments, she is al- 
ways delightful and charming, gracious and . 
kind. 

Intimate Friends 

Her friends, outside relatives, are few; 
among these are Lady Eva Dugdale and Mrs. 
Derek Keppel. The former is in', her House- 
hold, arid the latter is the -wife"' of- the' Hon. 
Derek W. Keppel, one of the Prince of Wales' 
equerries. Mrs. Keppel has known the Prin- 
cess of Wales for many j'ears, and one great 
bond of sympathy between them is their love 
of children. j\Irs. Keppel and her children are 
constant A'isitors at jMarlborough House, and' 
the former arc frequent playmates of, and 
great friends with, > the, royal childrcni -• 

Mrs. Keppel also shares ■w'itH' thd*Princes^ 
dislike of dancing, and at the state balls at 
Buckingham Palace the Princess and her 
friend may often be seen sitting out dances to- 
gether when Her Royal Plighncss is able to 
escape performing a duty that docs not by any 
means appeal to Iter. 

The Princess .made a rule . when she first 
came tO; JVIarlborough Hpuse tha.tj'she:' would" 
keep at least one clear day a week in whrcirslie ' 
would devote herself altogether to her chil-' 
dren; For that day she would enter into no 
engagements of a public or ])rivatc character. 
In the morning Iler Royal ] 1 ighiic.-^.-, woidd go 
out drivin,g with the yotuig Princes and the 
J'rincess Mary, but the feature of the day was 
afternoon tea, a meal partaken of entirely "en 
iamille" in the Princess' boudoir. Her Royal 
Highness pouring out tea and dispensing the 
cakes herself. • 

The Royal Example' 
For three years the. Princess kept her rulei 
of devoting herself for one day entirely to ' 

children very strictly, but then the growing 
pressure of her engagements, when she was 
in London, compelled her to relingijishvit ; at 
no time, however, does Her Roy51-"Highness 
ever pass a day wdien under the same roof as 
b.er family withotit spending at least an hour 
with them, in which she sets an example to 
■ .manyi.-vvealthy .jvomen Avho never see their 
.chndren%"r days,* arid who have not one-tenth 
part of the obligations and duties which keep 
the Princess frequently busy for fourteen or 
fifteen hours out of the twenty-four. 

The Princess,- by the way, takes a very keen 
personal interest in the conduct of affairs in 
her I lousehold; she insist.'^ on all her own per- 
sonal accounts being settled regularly every 
month, and they must always be subinittcd to, 
l-.ler Royal Highness before" being paid.

OneLof:;the problems of teaching, especially 
whenvchildren are assembled in the inconveni- 
ently J largp classes of elementary schools, is 
that of grading them. For centuries, as an 
American writer points out, the age of chil- 
dren has been reckoned b}- years; and grada- 
tion I'.as depended on chronological periods 
rather than on physical devi.'lopment. Today 
there are thousands of children in kindcrgar- 
teris.jwhojshGU thousands 
who '■afe"*''fc/fe¥rf*''f6'.' Iceep' - up in schools, with 
those of their own chronologic age, though 
mentally and physically they Ijeiong to a grade 
or two l)elow. There is no "intcllcctomcter" 
for children; but the development of brain is 
not irreconcilably related to anatomical de- 
velopment, and a methotl has been suggested, 
by Dr. Rotch, of Harvard University, of classV 
ifying children according to' the' stage.' orfde--' 
velopment reafched Ijy me 'bones of the' vvrist^ 
and hand. As is well known, changes take 
place during a child's growth in the develop- 
ment of tlie shoulder, elbow, wrist, hand, knee, 
hip, ankle, and foot, and among these the most 
significant indicator is the development of the 
wrists and hands, in which from infancy to the 
fourteenth year there is a gradual change froth 
cartilage to bone, and thereafter a growtli of 
bone which marks an increase of physi- 
cal strength. This development is easily re- 
corded by Roentgen ray photographs, and i.s 
perhaps the most scientific mctliod of classifi- 
cation that is at present within reach. It 
should not only be useful as a means of grad- 
ing children in schools; it could also be used 
as a precautionary measure to prevent the in- 
troduction of boys or young persons into fac- 
tories; where the work was unfeuited to their 
physiqiie;' It is Dr. Rotch's theory that legis- 
lation'isfiould compel examination of the in- 
dividual child worker (or half-timer in Eng- 
land) to determine his anatomical age/^n, rela- 
tion to his occupation. . ' " ' 



'SpWe- . ciirious instances; ,ar,e -^iven in 
"Science" of Iitminbiis itnptinds wliiU^^ 
by certain Braziliaii* termites ; arui 'seVeral au- 
thorities have been cited to afford evidence in 
support of a phenomenon which several natur- 
alists were at first inclined to doubt. Dr. Fon- 
seca writes : "On the headwaters of Rio Verde 
(state of jNIatto Grosso, Brazil) we saw one 
, night, a 'surprising sight. One of the white 
ants' nests seemecl to be covered with little, 
lights, and these tiny stars made it look hke a 
miniature tower brilliantly illuminated. It was 
near the tent of Captaiti ;Graveiro, tlie com- 
■^niandcr of the troops, and that gentleman in- 
vited us to share his surprise and pleasure. 
When the nest was struck with a stick the min- 
iature lights went out as if by enchantment, 
but only to reappear again little by litle, begin- 
ning where the blows had been wxakest." But 
• ther,e^ELpRears to .be a much older reference in 
the. aceojunt of -Castlenau's famous expedition 
to South America sixty years since: "On the 
night of the fifteenth, in the vicinity of the 
Agoa Limpa estate we noticed a luminous 
mass in the middle of the camjio that aroused 
our curiosity greatly. On approaching it we 
found it to be a tcrniintcs' mound from which 
shone a great number of small points of light 
. (petits foyers lumineux). This phenomenon 
.is'p'roduced by the presence of an immense 
•number of small phosphorescent larvae, which 
Avithdrcw into the galleries they had buHt 
when one tried to capture them." 



In the future of dirigible airslii|)s attention 
will have to be paid to the gas contents of the 
uplifting gas-bag; and it is possible that some 
cheaper or more convenient gas will be sought 
than hydrogen, or some lighter gas than the 
convenient coal gas. A method lias been sug- 
gested by Dr. Van Occhelhauser of lightening 
coal gas by ridding it of its heavy hydro-car- 
bons and methane, as well as by reducing its 
carbon dioxitle into the lighter carbon mon- 
oxide. The resultant product is said to he an 
almost odorless gas which has a density of 
0.2.25. 'i'hc density of coal gas is 0.41, andlhat 
of pure hydrogen 0.067. 'i'hc lilting power of 
the new gas is estimated at about one ounce 
per cubic foot, which is some 30 per cent great- 
er than that of coal gas; and it is to be tried 
by the Aeronautical Society of Anhalt.

haps as a nation Fngland can claim in lie a ])io- 
neer in the hygiene of cleanliness, which com- 
prises clean air, clean water, clean food, an<l 
clean skins. There is abundant evidence to 
show that till the late Eighteenth Century 
cleanliness as we understand it nowa'days was 
an eccentricity, even if it was not regarded, as 
in some me(liae\-al religious connnini it ics, to 
be a sin. I!ut though since the davN nf Sir 
win Cliadwick and Dr. 15. W. Richardson the 
h'.nglish people have pursued cleanliness, so 
far as air and water are concerned, with an en- 
ergy which for long earned for them decided 
unpopularity abroad, there is rea.son to believe 
that a future generation will regard the citizens 
of the- early Twentieth Century as very far 
from scrupulously clean. Tiie chief items of 
uncleanliness ai^e in respect of our hands and 
our foot. Tiie innncnse imj)nrtancc which the 
medical [irofcssion attach to clean hands can 
be gathered from the rules which are in torce 
in hospitals, in all of which nearly everv mem- 
ber pf the staff washes hands a score of times a 
ciay, .very often in chemical solutions. That is 
an extreme case, prompted by extreme neces- 
sity: but it is (juitc certain that few people 
wash their hands as often as they should; and 
that |)eople wlio are concerned in the |irc])ar- 
alion nl' food Avash them bar too seldom. Tlie 
investigations within the i.asi I'ew years in rc- 
s])ect of those malign jiersons who are called 
"tj'phoid carriers" has ojjcned j)eo])le's eyes 
to the dangers which: await them in the kit- 



chen and the bake-house, and it is certain that 
in the future more scrupulous provisions for 
the kind of cleanliness we have indicated will 
be enforced. In one respect cities have at any 
rate awakened to the need for cleanliness, and 
that IS in respect to the absolute necessity of 
clean milk. .- 



■ ^" Mascots for bridge and for motoring have 
led to the revival of more than one ancient 
symbol, and the famed "cru.x ansata" of Egypt 
may, for cxamide, be seen in diamonds in more 
than one IJoncl street shop. A recent address 
on symbolism b}' Dr. T. B. Clayton, the aii- 
thro])ologist, recalls that the "crii.x ansata" was 
originally awater gauge beginning with a sim- 
ple stic^ ksej upright on the. banks: of the;>Nile. 
to indicate the height of ' the annual overfIo\Vi 
.•;It was elaborated, first by the addition of a. 
short horizontal bar, thus forming a tau-cross 
and later by rhc sun-circle, finally changed to 
a loop, making the object a handled cross. The 
"swastika," another popular mascot, was 
found by Dr. Schlicmann in the ruins of Tro}'. 
The "swastika" indicated the sun — the feet re- 
ferring to- ihe. rays — then fire, and finally life. 
In India the "swastika" (arani). formed by two 
firesticks, the feet indicating flames, was'the 
emblem of fire, and then by the association of 
ideas, the flame of being. Tlior's hammer, 
identical in form with the Phoenician cross, 
was the sacred symbol of fire, the hearth, mar- 
riase and fertility, ami in the god's use of this 
hammer to restore his two dead goats, the svm- 
bol suggests immortality. ,Dr. Clayton tra'ccd 
the gathering of varioiis national crosses by 
the early c£)iiverts to the catacombs of R,om.e, 
where the crux ansata, swastika, tati-cross and 
modifications of them all, appear on the w;dls 
and tombs. The wave of enthusiasm occas- 
ioned by the discovery of .America brought 
many missionaries across the Atlantic— fol- 
lowing the reports of those who took posses- 
sion of the spil, upder^the^sign of the Cross — 
and they we're' amazeEl to^^^ cross al- 

ready so prevalent, attributing, its, presence 
to some early Christian missionary, tradition-'' 
ally St. Thomas. 



Mr. Arctowski, the traveller whose name is 
so appropriately associated with Polar ex- 
ploration, has lately entered on a new field of 
meteorological research, and has invented two 
nfew terms; "tliermopleions" and "antipleions." 
' He has b.ee.n examining front all availfiblc 
sotirces the mean tetiipbratttres at ail jnji'abi- 
tcd points of the earth's surface over a. period 
of ten 3-cars. The "mean" of these tempera- 
tures at any point he takes as the normal value 
of the temperature at that point, and he has 
drawn maps representing the geographical 
distribution of annua! departures from the 
normal temperatures. On these maps the 
"thermopleions,". or simply "pleions" are the 
areas where the .annual temperatures have 
risen above the. mean, the "antipleions" are 
the areas where they have fallen below it- 
Lines joining equal positive or negative de- 
partures would evidently be hypertherms and 
hypotlicrms. The mai)s of successive vears 
show very curious distributions and alterations 
in those regions of extra heat or extra cold. 
A "thcrmoplcion" in most cases exists for sev- 
eral years, moving from place to place — as, 
for example, a period of extra heat in Iceland 
in one year might move to the British Isles 
or to Norway the next year. ""When one com- 
l)ares the different thermal maps," says Mr. 
Arctowsk-i, "and especially those of European 
and Asiatic Russia, one is led to believe that 
the pleions are produced by immense waves 
intercrossing. It seems that for the whole 
world, the years are either too warm or too 
cold following the predominance of pleions or 
antipleions. For example, the year 1893 '^^'^-'^ 
exceptionally cold, 1900, on the contrary, was 
too warm. The temperature of the earth's at- 
mosphere was at least one-half a degree Cen- 
tigrade iiighcr during the year 1900 than dur- 
ing 1893. It is a notable fact that neither the 
Alps, the Caucasus nor the Rocky .Mountains 
form barriers: not even the ilinialavas iiiter- 
ru])t the progress of a pleioii or an ai'itipleion." 
This fact would seem to show (hat these areas 
of cold and heat are products of tenijiorarv al- 
terations of the general circulation of the at- 
mosphere. It would be of great value to be 
able to predict them.

The most egrcgous lie, for ex- 
ample, tntthfully conveys tlie desire of the per- 
son manufacturing it that yon should l.)elieve 
tilings are as the lie declares. And there is a 
good deal" more than that degree of truth in 
the alleged connection between matrimony and 
felicity. The two states commonly occur to- 
getheri though one may not be invariably the 
cause of ' the other. The jovial old bachelor 
of Thackeray'.s ballad who sings, "Forty times 
over let Michaelmas pass. Then you know that 
:i boy is an ass, Then you know the worth of 
a lass," ])rotests his own content rather too 
loudly. When a man ad\'ertises his bliss too 
much we are in the right to imitate the (d.« 
cynic who, deafened by a man's boasts of hi.s 
wife's faithfuiness;;8.aidf sourly, "Sir, did any- 
one say she Vas' h'ofc?'' vArid, indeed, going to 
and fro in the world and walking up and dpwu 



in it, after the fashion of an eminent observer 
of mankind, we cannot but conclude that celi- 
bates find themselves, as theirii^^^^SArpll on, 
with no title to boast the superior blessedness 
of being single. .^Eeaccjand the quiet mind are 
dottbtless not exclusively the property of mat- 
rimony, but they flourish with more-exuber- 
ance under the mai..irnonial roof. 

Matrimony and Genius 
Since that is so, we might naturally expect 
longevity also to be a quality more frequently 
found in' wedlock, lu the last resort of argu- 
ment a question of this kind must be decided 
by statistics, and we may assume that M. Ber- 
tillon did not speak without book. As for the 
familiar exaipples pf;bng life,- Methuselah, of . 
course, was a marnecl man/ and it is common- 
-ly supposed that Old Parr was married more 
than once. To take the ;iialter more seriously, 
the men of genius wdio attained to old age, Car- 
lylc, for example, (joethc, Bismarck, Welling- 
ton, 'Victor Hugo — instances arc countless — 
have as a rule been married, though their mar- 
riages have not always been ideal. But tliis 
mode of adjudication is unsafe. It would ;be. 
' easy, though not (piite equally easy, to make 
a long hst of inarried men of genius who have 
died young. The truth is that your man of 
genius almost always marries. You will find 
few men of the first order of mind who liave 
been content to remain bachelors. However, 
we may, for wdiat it is worth, accept the state- 
ment that marriage and longevity generally go 
together. 

'it would obviously be a mistake to base on 
this the advice that if you would live long you 
had better marry. The laws of statistics inay 
declare this as a general truth, but statistics 
cannot decide the individual case. Every in- 
dividual is a potential exception to the general 
rule. ICvery one differs for better or worse 
from the average of the whole. She may be 
tt)o gooil to find happiness in the marriage to 
which she consents. He may be too mean to 
find content. in the marriage which he desires. 
And so.'if there be any poor souls likely to be 
influenced towards marriage by the fancy, that 
it will give them longer life, let them open 
their eyes and halt. 

The Coward's Penalty 
There is, however, quite a different point of 
view, which may not attract the statistician or 
the man of sciciice, but which seems far from 
superfluous to the natural mind. Is the rela- 
tion of marriage to longevity a thing with 
which we ought to concern ourselves? Is it 
worth wbfl'ej to. estimate anything by its influ- 
ence 6tl- the duration ofi.life? Suppose some- 
one werfe to discover that, we should live long- 
er if we spent three parts of the day in sleep. 
Should we be right to lie abed eighteen hours 
of the twenty- four? Would anyone be the hap- 
pier or the "more comfortable? The truth is 
that mere duration of life is not in itself worth 
much sacrifice.- If wo-are always taking 
thought hoVv this bir that will bring nearer or 
postpone the day of death, life becomes noth- 
ing but a long-drawn torture. The coward is 
always his own foe. The coward always de- 
feats himself. The only right way of estimat- 
ing life is not by its extent but its value, how 
much has been achieved in it, how much en- 
joyed. -Any other standard is a contradiction 
in'terms. "Let-mevnot live after my flamej.acks 
oil" is not the- 'amazing aspiratio'n of -sbine 
nuiiquBr .nia^riijficeht' s^^^^^ but practical coni- 
mon sensK^ ■Life~-is'-hot mere existence. It is 
activity, doing, thinking, feeling. .Ml that 
gives opportunity for that extends and in- 
creases life, though it may shorten the mere 
term of days. vSo we can liardly set ourselves 
with any fervor to the worthy task of increas- 
ing the ni;irriage rate by means of prpmising 
long life to tlic married. People with a turn 
for humor m.iv rcgret!,this../rhere:is soinethuig 
peculiarlv delighttul in the. thought of a pro- 
posal. in this stvie: .Vdmircd Angelina, , be 
mine;. so' that I can live till nmetv.

Perhaps a girl gets engaged because she is 
tired of earning her own living; she feels that 
she would like a little case and rest, and have 
somebody else to fight the world on her be- 
half.

It is such a mistalce to riiarry for any other 
reason save that of mutual love-^this ,.inay 
sound romantic, it may soiftid likfe a 
"penny novelty" but when one cbmes 
down to earth it is merely the com- 
monest of common-sense. 

We have been informed from our cradles 
that "love is blind," and the truth of this is 
demonstrated very regularly by people" who 
become engaged. • ' " 

Howr, many girls see clearl}?; and in an un- 
prejudiced manner the rriari with "whom they 
have fallen, or think they have fallen in love? 

How many ask themselves whether it is 
like that they v.'ill "hit it off with the objec 
of their choice? 

Is there sympath.y between them? 

Arc their tastes at all likely to agree, are 
they anything alike in nature? 

I have no intention, let it be known, of 
trying to say that a man and a girl should 
think alike, speak alike, act alike, on all and 
every occasion.

Wh'erets if you pn^t^ everything as mar-, 
ried -people will tellV.ot^will go well with you', ' 
all the rough places will be made smooth, all 
the stress 'of daily'anxiety will yield to a pro- 
found peace. 

Some German philosopher or other, said 
that there was some truth in all things. 

The most egregious lie, for instance, 
truth full}' conveys the desire of the person 
manufacturing it, that you should believe 
things are as the lie declares them to be. 

Arid there is a good; deal more than that 
degree of 'truth in the alleged cdririection be- 
tween matrimony and felicity. 

The two states commonly occur together, 
though one may not invariably Ijc the cause 
of the other. 

The jovial old bachelor of Thackeray's bal- 
lad, who sings, "Forty times over the ]\jiclieal- 
mas pass. Then you know that a boy is an ass, 
Then you know the worth of a lass," protests 
his own content rather too loudly: 

When a man advertises hjs own bliss too 
much ■we are in the right to intimate that old 
cynic wdio deafened by a man's boasts of his 
wife's faithfulness said sourly, "Sir, did anyone 
say she was not ?" 

And. indeed, .going to and fro in the world, 
and walking up and down in it, after the 
fashion of an eminent observer of mankind, we 
cannot but conclude that celibates find them- 
selves, as their years roll on, with no title to 
boast the superior blessedness of being single. 

Peace and the quiet of mind are doubtless 
not exclusively the property of matrimony, -l)Ut 
they seem to flourish with more exuberance 
under the matrimonal rof)f.

Any other standard is a contradiction of 
terms. 

"Let me not live after my flame lacks oil" 
is not the amazing, aspiration of some unique, 
magnificent sottl,' biit' practical, common-sense. 

Life is not mere existence, it is activit)-, 
doing, thinking, feeling. 

.'Vll that gives opportunity for that extends 
and increases life, though it may shorten the 
mere term of days here. 

So we can hardly set ourselves with any 
fervor to the worthy task of increasing the 
marriage rate by means of promising long life 
to" the married.

GIRL STUDENTS 

Kvcn more" slender means suffice for the 
girl student than for the young man, for girls 
of todav are beginning to realize that a knowl- 
cd.ge of the domestic arts is a valuable asset 
in the hands of a practical woman. Whatever 
a girl may choose to study she is in a position 
to rank with others of her kind, and she may 
establish herself in one of the excellent resi- 
dences for students. There arc some in our 
midst, lio\ve\-er, f'lr whom these do not suf- 
fice. Lack (.if absolute lil.)ert_y is the chief rea- 
son thev assert f<u- tlieir v,-ish to live quite 
alone. Isolation has |-)een called a terrible 
thing, but it has no terrors for the modern 
girl. Rather does she revel in her indepeiid- 
ence, and so we find the tendency is towiifd 
solitary rooms rather than to eonuniinity in 
living, 'i'o develop oneself to the fullest ex- 
lent is the modern creed, and the girl who \-ol- 
untarily leaves her own family and settles in 
the metropolis for purposes of study starts 
with this attitude of coinidete self-reliance. 
Where two French sisters would delight in 
sharing rooms and in/economizing together, 
two English bries ■vvill act as independently as 
if they werti not even acquainted. ,'\n income 
upon which two or three ])eople could live with 
considerable comfort has to be iiortioned out 
so that each, liy practicin,g- economy may carry 
oil her own life, run her own flat, or settle in 
her own chamljcrs. 

Undoubtedly there is a brave indifference 
to material, comfort in the solitary homes of , 
some of the f^irls in our midst. Where means 
are very limited a workman's flat is rented, 
and its ^ tiny rooms are furnished in the most 
meagre -way with the barest necessities. The 



girl student always provides herself with cer* . 
tain pictures. " They represent a standpoint in 
taste, and her ideas are sadly shocked if . anyr 
one dares to-express wonder' that she can live 
always -yvith certain faces looking down upon- 
her or -f igfures f ived in definite atitudes. These 
are hungitoday in every home tliroughout this 
little world of aspirants towards culture, just 
as they were in the homes 6f their mothers.' 
She has books, too, and the interesting feature \ 
about these is their sameness, for every girl in 
her world reads the same books and buysti 
copies of identical poems or novels. A large" 
room is'often selbcted, and the more clever the 
arrangements maae with the landlady the bet- 
ter for the worker. As a rule she revels in 
her own skill in cooking over her own little 
fire, and some of the brightest and cleverest 
girls of toda\' are excellent cooks. 

The man who boasts that he can grill a 
steak is not in it at all with the girl who prac- 
tices the culinary art with a Dutch oven and^ 
a good fire in her one large apartment. She.' 
laughingly declares that food is ridiculously 
cheap in London, and she varies her modest 
meal every day,' frequently indulging in very 
dainty fare. From the girl who only a fe-w"! 
years ago boasted of her ignorance of and in-1 
difference towards everything that savored of"^ 
domestic life to the clever new one of today,;; 
who realizes tlie value of her domestic inherit- 
ance, is a far cry. The one represents the ex- 
treme ofa school of pioneers, the other proves 
that the pendulum has swung back, and to her-; 
craze for culture and sport the young woman 
of today, adds the rich , possession of . the art of 
home-making.-. y 

' A LADY PHOTOGRAPHER 

"Photograph lovely women?" said' a wo- 
man, as she stood, camera in hand,, closely 
watching- the movements of a curious water 
creature cautiously crawding through a bunch 
of sedges. "I like- very well to take pictures of 
lovely women, but it is a different line of busi- 
ness from mine altogether. My work leads 
me out into the open. Why, only a week ago 
I spent a couple of mornings on my knees ill 
the grass by the side of a pond, because^! liad 
an order for half a dozen creatures wlio';-Uve 
in Avatei', and who are so shy that they- Have 
to be -watched for hours and taken unawares.' 
I\Iost of these wild creatures, such as water- 
rats, duck, field-mice, and others too numer- 
ous to name, are extremely shy, and I have to 
exercise a deal of patience. But I get 'em all 
right," and she laughed cheerfully as she. held 
up a number of plates on which the inexperi- 
enced-eye could trace mere outlines.

(A.slory of the big'fi-Ii (..'owirlia ii L;da', ndd 
by .Andrew l,l;igL;anl in ihe London h'ield)., 
^\ day Avith the sun shining hrighily in tlio 
heavens, with the bluest of blue skies, and the 
air so clear and fresh that a pin could almost 
be seen glittering on a nninnlain toj) miles and 
miles away, is certainly imi ihe day that most 
jieoplc would ch.oose for ;i". all-da\-'s oiuing 
■with a fishing rod. .My friend W . and I, how- 
<'\'er. had but iiiiie choice l() mal:e \\ hen wi' de- 
cided, at the end of .May, to l;o (iff ;< dav's 
trolling, for all of the days at that season were 
alike on. Y ancouver Island; 

Neither of us had any particular iiench.-un 
for trolling for trout, but both of us did par- 
ticularly aspire to take a good long jaunt up 
■'the big lake" — that is to say, up the larger 
and uninhabited portion of Cowichan Lake 1\ - 
ing beyond the ?\arrows. The lower part, (hat 
uut of which Ihe famous v.'owich.-m l\i\ er flows, 
is sonic seven miles in lengih. 1 1 is nioslly long 
and narrow, has three or four houses in cleared 



land aud a coinforlable summer hotel built ,-it 
various points in the forest along its shores. 
The . loweryake.. affords exceedingly preliy 
scenery— charhiiiig is the word that best 
plies. There is both good fly fishing and troll- 
ing for rainbows and cui-tliroats at cci-taiu 
]H)inls in this K.i\-\'er lake, but for the rea! good 
trolling, when yuu expect to strike a three or 
four i)ouiider e\ ery time, those who kiujw saA' 
\\iu must go lo Ihe big lake. \\ . and 1 did not 
i^now from au}- personal ex]")ericnce, but time 
and time again, while contenting ourselves 
Avith our fly fishing for one-pounders, two- 
pounders, or three-pounders in the .river, tid.-- 
ings would come lo our ears of some party re- 
turning from the big lake with an enormous 
ha\il. We determined lo go ;md exidore the 
fi-hiiig grounds accordingly, and lo tra\el for 
,-1 L;ood long distance uj) the fifteen miles of 
\■^■aler which lie beyond the gloomy roclc- 
bound -Xan'ows. 

W hen the steam launch which we had char- 
tered emerged at length into the big Ikkc, the 
l >eauiy of the scene before our eyes wzis such as 
to make us both declare that, fish or no fish, we 
were delighted that we had come. vSuch a 
\ iew of green-lopi)ed mountains near at hand, 
of snow -clad peaks Iv'ing beyond, (.if glomnv 
r.-i vines or \ alleys where some tlislant riy-ulet 
innibled down to feed the lake, ami oi little 
islets, reflected with e\ery bush that grew 
upon them in the water, can never be done jus- 
tice to by pen or words alone, . The lake ^yas 



^\'., afraid oi the big fish on his light fly rod, 
mounted a heavier double spoon on a much 
stouter cast. Each spoon bait was ornamented 
with a row of red coral beads, which were 
strung on the wire attaching the upper spoon 
to the lower one, and we used not the usual 
triangles, but one hook only, which dangled 
just below the lower spoon. All the Indians 
fishing for salmon on the coasts of Hritish Co- 
lumbia use the single hook in this manner, and 
nearly all sportsmen who fish at the famed 
Campbell Kiver orothcr trolling resorts follow 
the example of the i^^e'dslcins. We rowed once 
or ;t\vice rpunci 'a little* island nei<.r .our larger 
oiic Avithout getting, a' to,{ich, iaridrtKeii;' jiist as 
we had begun to talk aboiil: landing. for liiricli,' 
we saw- a big fish throw hi'niijelf ' out Avith' a 
heavy splash. 

Rowing over to, the spot, avc found the 
water so clear that -ccc ."^avv a large s])oon bait 
lying on the bottoii, which had evidently been 
lost by .some previous angler; and then, "mir- 
abile dictu!"

As they' Steamed 
towards ns I look in my l);iii. I hated the 'very 
sight of ihe ihiii;,;, and Ihe rod t(.i(i: but W., 
from sheer e,-irelessness. not inleuli<m, left his 
spoon as before dangling out behind as T row- 
ed dejectedly along.

TARPON ON LIGHT TACKLE 

I am about lo tell yoii the story of the jierc- 
toft)re deemed imi)ossible— made possible. 

h'or years it has been the dream of ardent 
marine anglers to. take the matchlessly game 
tarpon upon light tackle. Whilc 'it is true that 
the majority of anglers have always considered 
il no common achievemenl lo take these with 
the regulation equipment, still there have al- 
wavs been those who w-.ere haunletl by the idea 
tha'l heavy lackle did nol give these gallant sea 
warriors a fair chance, and w-ho seriously 
doubted if, alter all, it was so much of an ang- 
ling achievement to take them Avith the stan^ 
dard tarpon rod, reel and line. IJsually he Avho 
dreamed of li.ght tackle (|uickly changed his 
mind Avhcn in actual combat with llicsc 
mighty silver knights of sail water and thanked 
the gods lhat he was equipped with a good 
stiff Vod and stout line, h'ven then it was a 
frequent occurrence lo lose his fish because 
of a broken lip, or perhaps a hook broken just 
below the barb. , \. .. - ■ 

Tarpon fisheriiic'n orfiftecn years ago rc- ' 
member the time Avhen/it was considered a 
good average to kill one otit of every ten fish 
struck, and a fight of from one to three hours 
was th.e usual thing, ^\"he^ a larpoii v,-as 
taken in less tinic il was considered decidedly 
unusual and most remarkable. A.s time went 
on. and anglers became more skilful and their 
lackle correspondingly improved,- one rtarpon 
secured out of every fiA'cVhooked- \vas consid 
ered a. good average. .' Howf.i-the heavy-taeklc-- 
average is one out of CA'cfy three strikes, 'Etiid' 
an expert is expected and expects tO keep up 
this average. Always, as proved by history, 
the dreamer of dreams somehow or some Avay 
ha.s his day and comes into his own. 

Oil June 16, 1907. L. P. Stveetcr, of Pas- 
adena, Cal., registered at Tariion Tun, Tarpon, 
Texas. It was his daring audacity and initi- 
ative that gave official birth to-light tackle for 
tarpon. 'At 'first Mr. Streetcr received Httle' or 
no. encouragement, and if it had not been for 
A. AV. Hooper, of IJoston, and J. ]■",. Cotter, the 
proprietor of the inn, to lake tar])Oii on light 
lackle would have been the exclusive privilege 
of Streetcr. These two, however, were Avilliiig 
to be shown, and when Mr. Streeler brought in 
a tarpon measuring five feet nine inches they 
became inoculated and. started put to do likc- 
Avisc. In landing this fish both angler and 
boatmen Avere carried into the breakers, and 
Avere forced to quit the boat, take lo the w-ater 
and Avade ashore. After a long and bitter fight 
they beached the fish, Tavo miles from the 
])oint of hooking. 

In 1907, of the man}- anglers who came lo 
Tarpon, only five qualified for ineiiibership in 
the new brotherhood, aiul none equalled Mr. 
Streeler"s fish of five feet nine inches. Among 
these five Av?is Rex. Be^cb, author of "The Bar- 
rier,"' the best novel of.the Great North 3''et 
Avritten. In 190S the membershiii increased to 
ten and included Mr. Gifford Pinchot. chief of 
I'ncle Sam's forestry ficpartmcut, and Charles 
F. 1 lolder. author i.if several books on fresh 
and sail water game fish. The largest fish of 
thai year ^vas lalcen by .\. llooper, and 
measured six feel and one-fourth inches. 
1 loopcr also won the vStreeler cup, a A'om 1 loff 
and a Pflucger reel, a Murphy rod and an Ash- 
aw-ay line. 

In 190S an interesting incident occurred in- 
volving two millionaire heavy-tackle expon- 
ents, one from St. Louis and the other from 

Texas. These two got up a lengthy argument 
on li.ght tackle, which ended in the Texan bet- 
lin.g ihc St. I.ouis an.gler S500 to S50 lhat he 
couldn't hook and land on light lackle a fish 
lar.ge enough lo iiualil'y him for membership. 
The bel was acceiiled and the St. i.,ouisaii 
promptly and gamely started forth to do or 
die,, and brought in before night a five-foot- 
onc-inch fish. The bet was, of course, as 
pnnnptly and .gamely paid. The Avinner gaA'C 
his boatman. John Fromlich, .$ioo as' a tip. 
The Texan is now one of the most enlhusiastic 
of li.ght-lackle anglers, eschew-ing heavy lackle 
altogether, and his yacht is almost coiistanllv 
in Tarpon Ha}-. 

This year, up to June 1, tw-elve new anglers 
h.-ive qualified, nniking the member.Miip iot;d 
twenty-two, two of whom arc women and 
both gold-buttqn. winners. Mrs. O'iMara, of 
Salt Lake City; Avon'tlic'Wiicox ladies' medal, 
presented by llcnr}- Wilco.K, pf Denver^ i^Coiq., 
to the first lady taking a gold-buttoii fish.'" Al- 
ready eighty fish have been taken on liglu 
tackle this year, and before the season closes, 
November 1, this number wdll undoubtedly be 
doubled. 

The largest tarpon of this year 011 
light lackle was taken by my old frieml L. .A. 
Dockery, of Chihuahua, .Mexico, and measured 
six feet; four and three-eighllis inches. Mr. 
Dockery hooked his fish at the point of the 
jettiec and it carried him to Lydia Ann, sev«n 
miles from the point Avhcrc he struck it, prcij- 
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Sports "for the Month — h'or the angler;

ably ; doubling f t%t^ distance in criss-crossing 
aiid saw'ing back and forth. Dockery Avas "all 
in." and, great muscular fellow^ that he is, his 
hands were trembling like a leaf and he was 
ready lo "lake the count"' Avlien his boatman 
finally gaffed the fish. And this is little to be 
w-ondered at, w-heii one considers that he 
fought his fish l"our solid hours. , Tarpon fish- 
ermen Avill realize what a tremendous task ic 
Avaj;, and /the^.sjkill^ require if they will stop 
and, think'ho.Avt much' dt^^^^^^ fish this size 

would gh'e them, on, regular > heavy rods and 
lines, ranging from a dead lifting capacity of 
forty-tAA'o to scA'enty-two pounds. -, •» . 

One is . apt to occasionally lose a ' fish to 
sharks, on account of Ihe fact that it is neccs- 
.sary lo thoroughly lick your fish before there 
i.s the slightest chance of bringing him to .gaff. 
Give a tarpon a fair chance, and he Avill liiake 
a iiionkey of the Aviliest old shark in the Gulf 
of I\lcxico.- -.It- iS' olily.'.'Vk'-hen your tarpon is 
whipped alm'ost intO,.-'a'^''lielpless state that a 
shark has a chance to beat you out of him. But 
this fear of a shark taking, perhaps, a "gold- 
bulton"" fish, only adds zest to the game. Such 
an incident happens so rarely that it is a real 
event. Light-iacklc fishernicn Avho boast of 
the big one lost to a shark usually get the 
laugh. Do not for one nioment l;ct it into 
youn;head that heavy-tackle fishermen are in 
the minority at .Tarpon Inn. They arc far in 
1 he jiiajpHty, - and the "old boys" fight shy of 
light- tackle. Only one out'-pf.ten go' m for itJ 
The last week of May-,-^'tlns year, the heavy- 
tackle fishermen had th'eif'ihiiiing and "put 'it 
.ill over ns."' Chaimcey M. Powers, amateur 
.siiotgun champion of .\merica, caught eight 
tarpon iii'six hours, the largest measuring six 
feet five inches, and Air. H.^if. Brown, of^'Chi- 
cago, broke the world's record on h.eavy tar- 
pon. In some respects his fish Avas a freak • 

it only measured seveutv-eight and one-half 
inches' iir length, but had a fifty-one-inch girth. 
This fish Aveighcd exactly 255 pounds. EJ- 
w-ard \'om Moff, of New York, Avill have to, 
come down here and go .some, as'Mr. BroAvn's 
lish has his heretofore 2r2-pound .Avorlcl's rcc-' 
ord tarpon beaten fairly by forty-three pounds. 

I have lisheil for larpoii on the east coast of 
l'lori(l;i and at: Tanipico, .Mexico, but Aransa.s 
l^ass has those waters beaten to a frazzle, for 
fighting fish. Here-you don't have to charier 
a yacht, cruise up and down the coast and Innit 
for the fish, as in Florida; and you don't haye ., 
to seek them for twenty-five miles upi or ■doAvii' 
Ihe i-iver. as in the Panuco, atTampico. How - 
ever. Ihe fishing on the Pa'nitco is great, and ii 
has the advanlage of giving one Avinter fishing. 
At Aransas Pass the season starts March 
and ends November i, but October is ihe besi 
month of all. The fish arc all within a mile or 
tAvo of theMio'tel. The boom of ihc waves 
breaking in Avhite foam upmi the jetties, the 
shriek of the Avild se'a mew, the graceful flight 
of fish-hunting iiclicans and the music. of the 
sea birds, would awaken in the dullest of souls 
S(jmeihing of the spirit of one"s Norseman an- 
ce.-^lry. If you wain 10 exi)ericnce the highest 
enjoyment an angler can tiream of knowd'ng, if 
you would meet fish as .game as the gamesi 
drop of blood Hint flows in A-oiir bodv.' if you 
would dp something in the fishing line'that you 
will never for,get .so long- as you live, if you 
■vvoidd test your skill and science against a fish 
that detests the word "quit." if you Avant to 
wipe ihe sally sweat of a noble sport from your- 
eyes and experience Ihc godlike pleasures 6f 
victory — then come In Tarpjon or .Aransas Pass 
and shov,' that you h;ive Ihe sluff in y.m lo land 
a, silver or gold-buUon l.'irpoii on light lackle-— 
Will H. Dilg, in Field and Stieam." 

"ilow did you ,Lvet lhat Idack eye; Willie?"

"'by w ail in' lo count ten Avhen I Avas angry, 
like you told me to."

It was thirt}' years ago on the 2ist of last 
December that Thomas B. Conncry, then man- 
aging- editor of the New York Herald, rushed 
into the office of that journal, at the corner of 
li roadway and Ann street, tw6 or three hours 
earlier in the day than was his ' wont, and 
sought Albert E. 'Orr, the city editor. Con-' 
nery carried a copy of the Herald of that morn- 
ing, which he flung down and spread out on 
Orr's desk, and, pointing to a page article de- 
voted to an account of tlie discovery of an in- 
candescent electric lighting system by Thomas 
A. Edisoiij he inquired, almost tearfully: 

"How did that stuff get into thcpaper, Mr. • 
Orr? Lights strung on wires, indeed! You've" 
. rnade a laughing-stock of the Herald! Oh, 
' what will Mr,. Bennett say!" 

"He'ir probably say that it is the biggest 
newspaper beat in a long time," responded the 
city editor. 

"But don't you know that it has been abso- 
lutely demonstrated that that kind of light is 
ag-ainst the laws of nature?" dejtnandcd Con- 
riery," pathetically. "Who wrote the article?" 

"Marshall Fox," replied Orr. 

"How could he have allowed hiniscil" i\nd 
the paper to l)e so imposed upon !'' cried Con- 
ncry, "Where is he? Send lor him. \\'e must 
do something to save onrsei\'cs from ridicule. 
No, don't try to explain anything. Just fiuil 
Fox, and send him to me," and the managing- 
editor retired, to his own room to read the un- 
believable article over again and. reflect upon 
the illimitation of human credulity and ,thc 
iirospective anger of the proprietor of the Her- 
ald when he should witness the < mbst- recent 
manifestation of it in the columns of his news- 
paper. 

The information set forth in the Herald of 
December 21, 1879, t'^*^*^ Edison had succeed- 
ed jjri subdividingsthe electric current and had 
•, invented a- lighit better than gas tffat could be 
^produced as cheaply, meant one of the great- 
'est scientific achievements 01 the age, with a 
commercial attachment that has made the 
jihrasc about the potentiality of w-oalth beyond 
liie dreams of avarice sound frivolous. It was 
not at all surprising, however, that 'Mv. Can- 
nery should have believed that his reporter had 
been imposed upon,, since ^not only had such 
leading English scientists as ."VVilliam Henry 
Preece (now Sir WilHain) ami Di^;; .Paget-.. 
I^Iiggs prm'ed to their own sadsfaction' and 
that of most of their contemporaries that the 
electric current could not be subdivided, but, 
no one of all the electricians of the time, Am- 
erican and foreign, would admit that he be- 
lieved that it could be subdivided. All the ex- 
perimentation on both sides of the water witli 
the' view fto th^ production of a practical elec- 
tric light'was.Jjeipg done V the arc ;la{np, 
to which branch such men as Charles ]?." Brush, 
Edward Weston, and Elihu Thomson were de- 
voting their energies here. 

Edison was only thirty-one }-ears of age at 
that time, but his previous inventions had al- 
ready given him a world-wide reputation, and 
the circumstance that he was studying the 
])roblem of subdivision in relation to electric 
lighting had been known to the scientists of 
Eiiropp and America, who were' much interest- 
Qcl.'.in;, the outcome of his experiments, even 
though none of them believed that they would 
prove successful. Indeed, in an address on tlio 
subject of tile electric light before the Royal 
Institution in London the previous Januarv. 
Professor J6hn 'J'yndall had said : "Kdison iias 
the penetration to seize the relationship of facts 
and principles apd .th«5 art to reduce them to 
novel and concrete; combinations. Hence, 
thdugh he has thus far accomplished nothing, 
now in relation to the electric light, an adverse 
opinion as to his ability to solve the compli- 
cated problem on which he is engaged would 
l>e unwarranted." That Tyndall did not liavc 
much confidence that the young American 
would demonstrate the proposition is indicat- 
ed in his concluding remark on the subject. 
"Knowing something of the intricacy of the 
I)ractical problem," he said, "I should certainly 
prefer seeing it in Mr. Edison's hands to hav- 
ing it in mine." 

At tlie time that Edison was making his 
experiments the Brush and United States'cicc- 
tric lighting companies, using the arc lamp, 
Avcre already in existence, and Union vSquare 
and Madison Square, New York, were illum- 
inated by this light, as well as the i-ublic 
squares of Cleveland, Ohio, Brush's home. In 
1878 Brush exhibited a small arc lighting dvna- 
mo at the .Afechanics' Fair in Boston, and' '.he 
])lant was afterward installed in a clothing 
store in that city, where it was intended as 
much for advertising as illuminaiion. On the 
coasts of England and iM-ance the arc lamp 
AY.as also in use in lightliouses, and parts of 
the Thames Embankment and Holborn Via- 
duct in Loudon were similarly lighted experi- 
Incnta^ly, as was thd office of the London 
Times. Nevertheless, in an article in the l^ort- 
nightly Review for February, 1S79. Professor 
Tyndall tleclared: "Though \vc have pos- 
sessed the electric light for se\-enty vcnvs it 
has been too costly io come int.-i general use." 
lie was sanguine enough to exfiress his belief, 
however, that electricity would ultimately "il- 
luminate our streets, halls, quays, ..squares, 
warehouses, and, perhaps, at no distant day, 
,our homes." 

Backed by a company with a capital of 
.■^300,000, composed of such men as J. J'ierpont 
,\iorgan, j. J looil Wn.t,dit. Henry Villard, 
Orosvenor P. Lowrey, and Edward D. y\danis, 
I'*dison -startc<! the experiments that residted 
in the present system of electric lighting in 
;l878 at Menlo Park in New Jersey, where he 
had already invented the carbon telephone 
transmitter and the phonograph. The diffi- 
culty existing with the arc light was that it 
could not be subdivided into units of less than 
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200 or 300 candle-power, which Avas too ]-)Ower- 
ful a flame for ordinary purposes, and further 
required continual attention. Edison's task 
was to devise a light that would compare in 
size and expense -with the ordinary'- gas jet, and 
that might be handjedv^^^^^^^ gas, to- 

gether Avith a systiJth" 'for its generation and 
distribution. Early in the progress, of his ef- 
forts to solve the problem the inventor reached 
a conclu.sion as to the distinctly characteristic 
features that a general system of electric light- 
ing shotdd possess, and he proceeded to give 
them the tangible operative form in which to- 
day they continue to survive in the world-wide 
application of electricity to .lighting by incan^' 
descieht lanips. ' ' ' '- - v^>^'. • ■ . ' - ■ 

Edison's first niarkcd ' accoinplislittiisnt in 
operative details was a lamn with a plitiriiun 
Avire burner of high resistance protected by a 
high vacuum in a glass globe and with the lead- 
ing-in wires sealed into the glass by fusion, 
wliicl;, however, had small illuminating power 
and uncertain tenure of life. The next great 
step was not taken iintil October of the follow- 
ing year, when he discovered that a carbonized 
cotton thread used as a burner' in. place of the 
platinum Avire answered the exact purpose he 
Avas striviug for. The accuracy of the follow- 
ing tlcscription of the manner in Avhich he came 
111 make tlie momentous discovery, taken from 
-Marshall Fox's article in the Plerald, is vouch- 
ed for by Edison himself: 

"Sitting one night ;in his laliorator\ , re- 
flecting on some of the unfinished detaihs, Elli- 
son began abstractetlly rolling between his fin- 
gers a ])iece of compressed lampblack Inixed 
Avith tar for use in his telephone." Avrote Fox. 
"For several minutes his thoughts continued 
f:ir away, his fingers in the n-ieantime mechan- 
ically rolling out the little piece of tarred lam|.'- 
black until it had become- a slender iilamenl. 
Happening to-Aglancc at it, the idea occurred 
to. him that it might give good results as a 
biirner if made incandefecent. A fcAv minutes 
later the exrieriment Avas tried, and. to 'the in- 
ventor's gratification. satisfactorA", although no 
surprisnig resnlt.s were obtained'. Further ex- 
periments were made, with altered forms and 
compositions of the substance, each experi- 
ment demonstrating that at last the inventor 
Avas on the right track. 

^ "A spool of cotton thread lav on the table 
, m tlje jaboratnrx-. The inventor cut-qff a small 
piece, put m HI a groove betAveen .two'^clamps 
of n-on. and ])laced the latter in the fiii-nace: 
1 he satisfactory light obtained from the%rred 
lampblack had convinced him that filaments ' 
ot carbon of a texture not |)reviously used in 
electric, lighting: were the hidden agents to 
make a 'thorough .success of incandescent light- 
ing and It was with this view that he thought 
to test the carbon remains of a cotton liiread 
At the expiration of an hour he removed the 
iron mould containing the thread' from -the 
furnace and took out the delicate carbon frame- 
work of the thread— all that was left of it after 
Its fiery ordeal. Thi.s slender filament he plac- 
ed 111 a globe and connected it with the wires 
leadmg to the machine generating the electric 
current. Then he extracted the 'air from the 
globe and turnedj. on the electricit^- 

'Presto! A beautiful light greeted his eve-. 
He turned nn more current,., expecting 'the 
tragil I! lament immedij^tely to fuse, but no the 
only change i.s a more brilliant light. He turns 
on more current, and still more, but the deli- 
cate thread remains entire. Then, with char- 
acteristic inii)eiu<..sity. and v>-ondering nnd mar- 
veling at the strength of tlu- little filament, he 
turns on the full power of the machine and 
eagerly Avatchcs the consequences. hV.r a 
minute or more the 'tender thread seems t,', 
struggle Avith the intejise heat passing through 
It— neat that wotild melt the diamond itself— 
than at last it succumbs and all is darknes.s. 
ihc powerful current has broken it in' twain 
but nor betnre it had emitted a light of several 
ga.s jets, hagerly the inventor hastened to ex- 
amine under the micn.scopc this curious fila- 
ment, apparently so dclicale, but in rcalitv 
muclr-more infusible than platinum, so lon-- 
considered one of the most infusible of metair 
The microscope showed the surface of the 
filament to be highlv polished and ii.s parts 
mterwovcn with each other. It Avas also no- 
ticed that the iilamciu had obtained a remark- 
able degree of hardness compared Avith its 
Jragile character helore it AVas subjected to the 
action of the cui-renl. 

".Viglii and day, with scarcelr rest enough 
to cat -.1 heai-iy meal oy catch a' brief repose, 
the mven'ior kept up his experiments, and' 
from carbonizing pieces ol' thread he went to 
sjilinters of wood, straw, paper and manv other 
substances never before used for that imrpose. 
The result of his experiments shoAved that the 
substance best adapted for carbonization anrl 
the giving out of incandescent light was i)aper, 
preferably thick, like card-board, but giving 
good results even Avhen very thin. The' beaii^ 
liful cliaracter of the ilhuiiination and ll;e 
steadiness, reliability. ;..iid non-fusibilit v of the 
carbon filament were not the only elem'ents in- 
cident to the new discovery that brought joy 
to the heart. pf EclisQn> There Avas a fnrliie'r 
element;— not the- less 'necessary because of its 
bdinghidden--^thp eleinent of a proper and uni- 
form' resistance to tile clcftric current." 

Ivlison embodied this discovpr}-- in the lani]) 
<leserilied in United States Patent No. 22,^,- 
^^)^, lliat was filed November 4. 1S79, and - is- 
sued jannary 1880, gi\-ing tlic fine, wirelike 
burner the still universally used name of "car- 
bon filament." f mprovemeiits h;ive since been 
niade in the material and in the method of 
making the carbon filament, but the inc-mdes-. 
cent lamps everywhere in use today arc like 
the lamp described and claimed in Pateijt No. 
223,898 in all essential respects.. EdisonVnow 
invented a radically ncAv type of dynamo-clec- 
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trie machine that Avould be suitable for operat- 
ing incandescent lamps, and also invented and 
,constructed in his shops the first successful 
direct-connected steam dynamo, Avhich Avas far 
greater ixi size and capacity than any machines 
made up .to that time', aind the prototype of the 
colossal direct-connected, ' stbaim-drivcn elecr 
trie generators noAV in use throughout the 
Avorld. 

It Avas not until January one that Edison 
inviteil the public to visit Menlo Park and 
witness the operation of the first electric light- 
ing plant in existence. The jresult Avas that 
gas stocks in, Europi?. and America fell to al- 
most nothing, while tlic. $100 .shares of the 
Edison Electric Lighting company Avent as 
high as ?5,ooo per share. Many electricians 
refused to belicA-e the evidence of their senses, 
and insisted that there Avas some trickery in 
the exhibition at ]\lcnlo Park. One well- 
known .scientist and inventor challengetl Edi- 
son to. come to his house and make a 12- 
candl^>lamp^ burn? fpr-;t^ 
"Avizard of Menlc^^ be 
known, ignored alLf unbelievers and went on 
improving his 'apparatus. In the summer and 
fall his laboratory and Avorkshops, with many 
surrounding priA'atc houses, Avere brilliantly 
lighted by the new lamps, and long rows of 
lamp-posts, each crowned with an incandescent 
lamp, illuminated the adjacent highways and 
by-Avays, Menlo Park becoming one of the 
shoAV places of the country. 

In all the history of commerce there is 
nothing to equal the swiftne."5S Avith Avhich' 
the I-",dis(jn SAStem of electric lighting 
spread o\-er ci\ ilizatii.-ni. SA'iiclicates were 
I'ormetl simultaneously to introduce the new 
light in almost e\"ery country in h-urope, and 
South .America. .Asia and .-Mrica did not lag 
f;ir behind. l-',iiglaiul pushed matters with so 
inuch celerity that it is a disputed point today 
jyhether the. first lactual central electric light- 
ing 'station to bc.o'ftqnedl Avas the one on Hol- 
bbrn; Viaiduct;.in .lyptiii;^^^^ or the one on Pearl 
strcet ih l^ew York City^^ .An idea of the pace 
made may be oljtaincd froqi .the records of the 
New York Edison Comjjany,' Avhich began op- 
erations in a 'district about a scjuare mile in 
extent, bounded by Wall, .N'assau, vSpruce. and 
Ferry Streets, Peck Slip, and the l'".ast River, 
with its generating ]ilant in Pearl .Street, en- 
ergizing about 400 lamps on September 4, 1882.

A lace year is impending; J^nd .thfe news is 
decidedly pleasant, for'iiothing is ihore beau- 
tiful than whole frocks or trimmings of lace. 
Fortunate posses.sors of real lace may set to 
work to mount their rare flounces on fine net 
i.ir to use them for dainty schemes of ornamcn- 
t.ation. While few people are lucky enough 
to possess old lace, and while etpiaily lew are 
in a position to buy new that is real, many Avill 
be deljghted Avith .the reproductions already 
placed on the market. These are an improve- 
ment of the machine-made forms, which it has 
been cusioniarv to regard as coipics ol real lace, 
fur a hand machine has been inti'odnced on 
\\-hicli it is made. It is not run off by the yartl 
all complete. l'"re(|uentl_\' small flou-ers are 
put in by hand, so that the irregularity th;it is 
a feature of hand-work gi\-cs an artistic touch 
to the lace of moderate price. It is safe to say 
that patterns Avrought by hand at so many 
guineas a y^ird may be bought in reproduction 
at so many shillings. Alachine tambour- lace 
for flounces, copiecl from the old tambour, and 
slightly altered by the introduction of a thread 
of silk outlinin.g the design, may be had 5 in. 
wide at ds ml a A'ard, and talcin.g this for a 
standard, jn'ices may be judged ;is remarkably 
m(.iderate. l.'",ffect.s are excellent; Carrick-ma- 
cross affiirds a good model for reproduction, 
and point d'Alencon is equally well shown and 
comparatively cheap. 

Thus- the Avoman who knows something 
about lace or takes the troubles to learn a little 
may use imitations of good patterns Avilh the 
best: of taste, linissels point at guineas a 
.\ard is closely reproduced at .|s ()d, and there 
;ii-e needle-run ilouneiiigs that bi ing into recrd- 
lection i)attcrns of a bj'goiie day. In compar- 
atively inexpensive real lace there is Greek 
AvOrk~that is very tasteful, and Avhich Avould 
lend itself admirably for insets into linen suits 
or blouses. In black lace also there arc repro- 
duced patterns, and worthy of note are black 
desi.L^ns with delicate touches of gold or plati- 
num introduced. .\ lace year means a great 
(le;d not only t(j wearers ol' this lo\'ely fabric, 
but t(j workers. Aluch beautiful lace is bought 
in. Bruges, and those who knpw thc demands 
of tlic trad'c-. i-eadily. /declare fiiat Nottingham 
will feel benefit ,fro,m fhe fashion, particularly 
in view of the vogue for silk-run lace. These 
rein-odiictions may be made very closely after 
the real work, liecaiisc few of the original de- 
signs are registered. Thus lace scarves, 
flounces, edged frills, whole blouses, ;md 
draped tunics may readily become popular.

Man.v brave 
men whose duty called them to troiii- 
cal .-Africa have died there. 

Bui, in tliose (hiys, doctors ar(^ malt- 
ing tho number of incurable diseases 
less every year. One of the most 
dreaded of the diseases whieli attaci<- 
od tho natives and travellers in 
Africa w;is the sleeping siekness. 
.\inoiig- the doctors who went to study 
this disease was .Tolui I.. Todd, a young 
X'ictori.'in. lirotlier of the well-known 
busiur-ss man of tliis eit.x-. :AIr. Todd 
i spent two years in Africa, and liaving 
proved that tlie disease w.as caused 
liy the poison carried li\- tin insect 
wrote a report telling the peojde what 
might bo done to prevent the spre.id 
of the sickness. His advice was f(d- 
lowod and there have been fewer 
deaths from tlio 3ieei)ing sickness.

LITTLE RUG MAKERS 

In describing Persian industries, 
Mrs. Hume-Grllfith; In "Behind, the 
Veil in Persia and Turkish Arabia," 
tolls how the beautiful carpets' of 
that country arc made, of .course 
without machinery of ' any kind. The 
wai'p is stretched on a loom, which is 
meroly a frame: The woof consists of 
sliort threads woven and knotted' by 
hand without the aid of a shuttle. 
When a row is llnlshod it is pressed 
lightly to the rest of the web by 
means of a comb inserted Into the 
warp. 

Tho weaver does not see tlio pat- 
torn as ho works, for ho sits with the 



reverse side of the web toward liim| 
The looms are generally kept iu an' 
underground vaulted room, often wiili 
water running through the centre. At 
each loom' three or four workers sit, 
according , to ' the . sizel' bf tho carpets. 
Sometimes the Tvorkers consist of one 
man and two children, and occasion- 
ally the owner uses boys 'and girls 
only for tho weaving, one man acting 
as overseer to the children. 

I sat on tho iiigh stool by the side 
of a tiny girl, whoso lingers wore 
working away so fast I could hardly 
follow licr movements. The overseer 
was Avalking -up and down the room, 
calling out instructions to the worli- 
ers, - ' 

The overseer held in his hand a pa- 
per, from which he was' apparently 
reading out- instructions. It'was -some- 
thlrig llko this: . ' ■ ' 

"To Number One ', ' three , blue 
threads, one white, two green; 'Num- 
ber Two, four yellow, one white," and 
so on, each clilld repeating after the 
"master" tho instructions given. As 
it was all said in a high-pitched 
monotone, the result was confusing 
and deafening; but there the little 
weavers sit day in, and day out, week 
after week, in this dark, gloomy cel- 
lar, kept hard at it by the unrelent- 
ing overseer. 

The children are taken on as 
"weavers" when very 'young, some 



oven .starting when five or six years 
old. Tlioir hours of woric are Jrom 
sunrise to sunset in the summer, and 
two or throe hours after sunset in the 
winter. 

Tho conscaueiicc of this aboininaldc 
"sweating" system i.s that today there 
arc )iuiidred.s of little children in Ker- 
man. from eiglit to nine years.- of age, 
camlirnicd cripples ffrom rheiamatism 
and other diseases. 

)''rom sitting so long in one position 
Willie stfll of tender years, amid such 
dami) surroundings, their little feet 
and liands Isecome knotted and de- 
formed, Tliey can no longer earn their 
daily bread, so perforce must help to 
swell the -great multitude . of beggars.

There are some old stories which 
everyone ought to know If they wish 
to understand the books they resid. 
The following told In tho Chlldren'ii 
i'Jncyolopaeala are some of them. 

As well as cultivating all that Is 
lieautlful In art and letters, .the 
ancient Greeks worshipped sheer phy- 
sical strength. High In honor among 
their heroes was Hercules, whom tliey 
adopted as the patron of strength. 
'"I'he labors of Hercules" has, become 
it well-known phrase, and the separ- 
ate titles, of the labors are often 
(luoted today. "Cleansing the Augean 
.stables," for instance, Is another way 
ut speaking of the clearing up of 
scnic nearly hopeless muddle. In his 
.\ c)iith Hercules roused the jealousy of 
l':iir.\ stbous. King of Argolls, into 
whose power tho gods placed him lor 
twelve year's service. Eurystheus 
gave Hercules tho following tasks to 
perform. 

Tho SnaUo With h l-lundrcd He.nds 
'I'lie hydra was a monstrous walor- 
snake with a liuiulrod lieads, which 
grew again as last as tliey were cut 
off. This liorce nioiister devastated 
,\r.golis, dragging" biiili jneii and 
beasts into tile swamp where It liN'cd, 
and tliere utrangle'd them. Ih-icuies 
was aided l.i.\" his friend loins, wlio 
aijplieil a lighted Ihebraiid to the 
.'^tuiups immi'dhitel;.- .-ifter Hercules 
had cut off tile heads willi his .sword. 
They both dipped tiieir arrov.s in its' 
poisonous gall so that liie wounds 
thoy gave should bo Incurable. 
Slaying the Lion. 
A dreadful IIo'T v.'as terrifying tlio 
iidialiiliuits of a district in Argolls, 
ooniing out of the forest from time to 
time a.iid killing the liiliabltaiits of tho 
iK.'Iglilioring \-lllages. So powerful wtis 
the lieast that none daro attack It, 
and no Hword or arrow ctnild pierce 
its skin; but Hercules soly.ed tlie lion 
in his powerful arms and forced it on 
its liack. Then he knelt upon it and 
strangled It with his hands. Tho hero 
removed Its invulnerable sUIn,,- and 
ever after that he' Avoro "It round his 
own shoulders. 

The Capture of the Sacrod Stag. 
There lived on tlio ("orynchin nioiin- 
taln a wonderful stag that was siicred 
to Diana, tho goddess of hunting, its 
liorns were of pure gold. Its hoofs 
wore of brass, nnd it was so licet of 
foot that no man had mer beeu .able 
to catch it. Hercules was coimiiiindod 
to capture it and bring it unhurt to 
Eurj'sthcuH. This lie fuiccoeded in do- 
ing after a full year's chase through 
tho forests that in those days almost 



covered the south of . Greece. As. he 
was returnlnsr the. jvratbtul Diana 
met hini, but she was appeased when 
he told her his story. 

Cleansing the Stables. 

One of the labors of Hercules has 
given a proverb to tlic world, i'or 
when we wish to call a task almost 
Impossible of acconipllsliment, wo 
spe.ak of it as like "cleansing tho Au- 
gean stabii'S." Augoas was King of 
I'Jlis. and the owner of some GODO liead 
of cattle. Tlio sttibles ill wliieh these 
cattle lived had never been cleansed, 
and were in a terrible sttite of iillli, 
so that the task of cleaning tliem out 
in one day seemed impossible even for 
Hercules. Yet he easily effected it lj\- 
brealiiiig down a jiart of the w;ill 
and diverting tlirougli the .'jtables a 
river that (lowed close liy, tliua wash- 
ing out thoroughly the horrible mire 
and nith within. 

The Arcadian Boar. 

Tlie neighboring state of Arcadia 
was being ruined by a huge boar 
which came down from Mount Ery- 
manthus, and spared neither man nor 
lieast. Hercules was accordingly sent 
to capture the beast. The boar Iiad 
hitherto defied all the attacks and 
ruses of the Arcadian ■ shepherd folk 
but when th«5 terrible monster uaw 
Hercules it turned and fled up the 
snow-clad mountains, with Hercules 
In full pursuit. He succeeded in bring- 
ing It to Eurystheus, however, who 
was so terrlfled at tho sight of It that 
he crept Into a cask to hide. 

The Birds With the Brazen Wings 
Tho marshy forests around Lake 
Stymphalla, In Arcadla^^ wore infested i 
liy some voracious, birds whoso wings 
talonp, and . heads were , of brass. 
These birds fed oh .the flesh of -men' 
and animals. When.'"sonteto slay .them-. 
Hercules was ''puzzled how to/get near 
I liom,' fio inaccessible was their nest. 
He therefore ' bepged ' Mlnervtl, the 
goddess of brave d'^eas, 'to helj) him, 
and she gave him ■ .a ■ brazen rattle. 
Hercules stood ''on the shores of tho 
l!iko ahd' made' the woods re-echo 
with a terriblo din; The startled birds 
How out Into tho open, and Hercules 
shot ll-,om one bv one with his iiolson- 
oil arrows. 

Tho Mad Bull of Crete 
Minos, King of Crete, an iKiand to 
tlie Houtli of (.Irc^oce, had once prom- 
ised to saerllice a liugo bidl to Nep- 
tune, the god of the sea. Because of 
Its great si/.c and beauty, however, 
Minos had kept It for hlmaclf. The 



bull wont mad and began to destroy 
the crops of tho island. Hercules cap- 
tured it, and brought the raging beast 
alive lo Mycenao ns his seventh labor, 
but King Burytheus foolishly let it 
loose, and it crossed tiio Istlimus of 
Corinth, and ravaged the valley of 
Marathon, In Attica.' ■ 
The Man-eating Morses 
DIomcdos, King of Thrace, was no 
cruel that he was wont to throw all 
straiiger.s to soim^ v.ild horses, v.-liich 
devoured liieni. Hercules, willi some 
of his bra\'0 friends, sailed lo I'lirace, 
atiacked and captured the tyrant, and 
gave bliil to ills own horses to eat. 
Ilerciiles th<;n brought the liorses o\'cr 
the sea to Mycenae, and drove them 
up Into tho mountains, where they 
w(-re turn to iileces by other wild 
beasts.

This time 
ho was sent to fetch tho girdle of 
HIppolyte, the queen of tho warlike

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By Sir Ray Lankester, K. C. B., F. R. S. 
Elephants are often spoken of as "Ungu- 
lates," and classed by naturalists with , the 
hoofed animals (the old-toed tapirs, rhinocer- 
oses, and horses, and the even-toed pigs, camel, 
cattle and deer.) But there is not much to say 
in defence of , such .an association. The ele- 
prahts have, as a matter of fact, riot got hoofs, 
and they have five toes on each foot. The five 
toes of the front foot have each a nail, whilst 
usually only four toes of the hind foot have 
r.ails. A specialty of the elephant is the great 
circular pad <jf thick skin overlying; fat and 
fibrous tissue, which forms the sole of the foot 
and bears the enormous weight. This buffer- 
like development of the foot existed in some 

- great extinct mammals (the Dinoceras family 

.'■of Norfh Ariierica), but is altogether differ(?nt 
from the suport given by a horse's hoof or the 

■paired sabots of great cattle or the rather ele- 
gant thrcc-lioofod toes of the rhinoceros. The 
elephant lilces good, solid around to walk on, 
and when lie finds himself in a boggy place 
will seize any large olijects (preferably big 
branches of trees) and throw them under his 
feet to prevent, bimself sinking in; Occasion- 
aly he will remove the stranger who is riding 
on his back and make use of him in the same 
way. The circumference of the African ele- 
l)hant's fore-foot is found by hunters to be half 
the animal's height at the shoulder, and is re- 
garded as furnishing a trustwortliy evidence 
of his stature. 

The legs of the elephant differ from those 

■ of more familiar large animals in the fact that 
the ankle arid the"v/rist (the so-called knee of 
the horse's fore-leg) are not far above the.sole 
of the hind foot and fore foot (resembling 
man's joints in that respect), whilst the true 
knee joint (called "the stifle" in horses), in- 
stead of being, as in horses, high up, close 
against the body, strongly flexed even when 
at rest, and obscured by the skin, is far below 

;.the . body; i^^ and obvious enough. In fact, 
the ' elephant keeps the thigh and the upper 
arm perpendicular and in line with the lower 
segment of the limb When he is standing, so 
that the legs are pillar like. But he bends the 
joints amply when in quick movement. The 
hind legs seen in action resemble, in the pro- 
portions of thigh, fore-leg and foot, and the 
bending at the knee and ankle, very closely 
those of a man walking "on all fours." The 
elephant as known in Europe more than 300 



years ago was rarely seen in free movement. 
He was kept chained up in his stall, resting on 
his straight, pillar-like legs, and their pad-like 
feet, -And, wit|if;^that-;^.u^pus avidity forjth<^ 
maryelbus wliicli 'characterised serious wrifers 
;:in-th6se days to the exclus'.on of any desire or^ 
• atteriipt to ascertain the truth, it was cooly as-' 
serted, and then commonly believed, that the 
elephant could not bend his legs. Shakespeare 
— who, of course, is mercl}'' using a common 
])clief of his time as a chance illustration of 
human character — makes Ulysses say ("Troil- 
us and Oressida,",.Act II.) : "The elephant hath 
joints, but none of courtesy; his legs are legs 
for necessity, not for flexure." An old writer 
says: "The elephant hath no joints, and, 
being unable to lye down, it lieth against a 
tree, which, the hunters observing, do saw al- 
most asunder; whereon the beast relying, by 
the fall of the tree falls also down itself, and is 
able to rise no more." Another old writer 
^Bartholome>v,. 1845) .^says, more correctly; 
"When the elephant sitteth, he bendeth' his 
feet, he bendeth the hinder legs right as a 
man." 

A writer of 120 3'ears later in date (Topsell) 
says: "In the ri-\'er Ganges there are blue 
worms of sixty culiits long havini:; two arms; 
these when the elephants come to clrink in that 
river t?ke their trunks in their hands and pull 
tlicm off. At the sight of a beautiful woman 
elephants leave off all rage and grow meek and 
gentle. In Africa there are certain springs of 
water which, if at any time they dry up, they 
arc opened up and recovered again by' the 
teeth of elephants." The blue worm of the 
Ganges referred to is no doubt the crocodile ; 
both in India and Africa animals coming to 
the rivers to drink are seized by lurking croco- 
diles, who fix their powerful jaws on to the 
face (snout, or muzzle) of the drinking animal 
and drag it utjder water. Thus the fable has 
arisien of the origin of the elephant's trurik as 
recounted by Mr. Rudyard Kipling. A young 
elephant (before the days of trunks), according 
to this authority, when drinking at a riverside 
had his moderate and well-shaped snout seized 
by a crocodile. The little elephant pulled and 
the crocodile pulled, and by the help of a 
friendly python the elephant got the best of it. 
He extricated himself from the ja^vsjof - death. 
But, oh! Svhat a difference in his appearanc^i 
His snout was drawn out so as to form that 
\von(lerful elongated thing with two nostrils 
at tlie end which wc call the elephant's trunk, 
and was henceforth transmitted (a first-rate 
example of an acquired character") to future 



generations. My theory of the origin of the 
elephant's trunk is (as I v/ill explain later) a 
different one ; I do not believe in the hereditary 
transmission of acquired.^ characters. Topsell 
may or may not be right as to the result pro- 
duced on/ elephants by the sight of a beautiful 
woman. In Africa the experiment would be a 
difficult one, and even in India inconclusive, 
Topsell seems, however to have come across 
correct information about the digging for 
water by an African elephant by use pf his 
great tusks — those tusks for the gain of which 
he is now being rapidly exterminated by man. 
Serious drought is frequent in Africa, and a 
cause of death to thousands of animals. Afri- 
can elephants, working in company, are known 
to have excavated holes in dried-up river beds 
to a de])th of 25ft. in a single niu;I;t in search 
of water. It is probable that the Indian ele- 
phant's tusk would not be of service in such 
digging, and it is to be noted that he is rather 
an inhabitant of high ground and tablel&nds- 
thari of tropical plains liable to flood and to 
drought. The tusk of the Indian elephant has 
become merely a weapon of attack for the 
male, and there are even local breeds in which 
it is absent in the males as well as in the fe- 
males. The mammoth was a near cousin of 
the Indian elepliant, and inhabited cold up- 
lands and the fringes of sub-Arctic forests, on 
which he fed. His tusks were very large, and 
curved first outward and then inward at the 
tips. They would riot ' have served for heavy 
digging, and probably were iised foi" forcing a 
way through the forest and as a i)roteclion to 
the face and trunk. 

The trunk of the elephant was called "a 
hand" by old writers, and it seems to have act- 
ed in the development of the elephant's intel- 
ligence in the same way as man's hand has in 
regard to his mental [growth, though in a less 
degree. The Indian elephant bas a single.tac- 
tile and grasping projection (sometimes called 
"a finger") placed above between the 
two nostrils at the end of the trunk; the Afri- 
can elephant has one above and one Ijclow. 
I have seen the elephant pick up with this 
wonderful trunk with equal facilit}' a heavy 
man and then a three-penny piece. The intel- 
ligence of the elephant is sometimes cxagger- 
atedi by reports and stories;, sometimes vit i 
not sufficiently estimaitedr ilt>:is vridt fa^^ to 
compare the intelligence of the elephant with 
that of the dog— bred and trained by> man for 
thousands of years. So far as one can judge, 
there is no wild animal, excepting the higher 
apes, which exhibits so much and so varied in- 



telligence as the elephant. It appears that 
from early tertiary times (late Eocene) the 
ancestors of elephants have had large brains, 
whilst, when we go back so far as this, the an- 
cestors of nearly all other animals had brains 
a quarter and even less of the size (in propor- 
tion to body-size) which their modern repre- 
sentatives have. Probably the .early posses- 
sion of a large brain at a geological period 
when l)rains were as a rule small is what has 
enabled the elephants not only to survive until 
today, but to spread over the whole world (c.k- 
cept Australia) and to develop an. immense 
variety &nd number of individuals througli- 
out the tertiary series in spite of their ungain- 
ly size. It is only the yet bigger brain of man 
which (would it were not so!) is now at last 
drivint;- this lovable giant, this ^•ast compound 
of sagacity and strength, out of existence. The 
elephant — like man standing on his hind legs — 
has a wide survey of tilings around him ow-_ 
■ing.to-his^heightijyHe can,^ time to allow of' 
' cerebral iriterveritibri in his actions since lie is 
so large that he has little cause to be afraid 
tind.to hurry. He has a fine and delicate ex- 
ploring organ in his trunk, with its hand-like 
termination; with thi.s he can and does experi- 
ment and builds up his individual knowledge 
and experience. Elephants act together in the 
wild state, aiding one another to uproot trees 
too large for-- one to deal Avith alone. They 
readily understand and accept the guidance of 
man, and with very small persuasion, arid 
teaching execute very dextrous work-^sitch as 
piling of timber. If man had selected the more 
intelligent elephants for breeding over a space 
of a couple of thousand years a prodigy of ani- 
mal intelligence would have resulted. But 
man has never 'Ijred" the elephant at all. 

The Greeks and Romans knew ivory first, 
and then became acquainted with the elephant. 
The island Of Elephantina in the Nile was 
from the earliest times a seat of trade in the 
ivory tusks of the African elephant, and so ac- 
quired its name. Herodotus is the first to 
mention the elephant itself. Homer only refers 
to the ivory by the word "elephas." Aristotle 
in this, as in other matters, is more correct 
than later writers. He probably received 
first-hand information about the elephant from 
Alexander .and spme pf^ men after their 'In-r , 
dian expeditibri'r' The^R^^ an .uripleriii- 

ant first personal experience of elephants when 
Pyrrhus, King of Epirus, landed a number 
with his army, and put the Roman soldiers to 
flight. But the Romans then, and continually 
in after-times, sb.owed their cool heads and 



sound judgment in a certain contempt for ele- 
phants as engines of war. They soon learnt to 
dig pits on the battlefield to entrap the great 
beasts,'! an<| .they deliberately ma!de for the ele- 
phaiafe' .'1^^^^^ hewing them through with 
their swords, so that the agonized and mad- 
dened creatures turned round and trampled 
down the troops of their own side. The Ro- 
mans only used them subsequently to terrify 
barbaric jieople, and as a feature in military 
processions. More Eastern people used them 
extensively in war. In A.D, 217 Anciochus the 
Great brought 217 elephants in his army 
against 73 employed by Ptolemy, at what was 
called "the Battle of the Elephants." The bat- 
tle coriiriienced by the charging head to head, 
of opposing elephants and the discharge;, 'oft 
arrows, spears and stones by the men in the' 
towers on their backs. 

An interesting question has been raised as 
to whether the elephants used by the Cartha- 
ginians were the African species or the Indian. 
Tfiere i? " rib 'doubt tbat the elephants of pyr- 
rliUi and those known to Alexander wero.'r.the, 
Indian, though they were takeri' in those' days 
much to the west of India, namely, in Mosopo- 
tamia, and it would not have been difficult for 
the Carthaginians to convey Indian elephants, 
which had certainly been brought as far as 
iSgypt,, along the Mediterranean coast. An un- 
founded pir'ejudice as to the want of docility of 
the African elephant has favored the no- 
tion thiaitV the^l Catthag^inians used the In- 
dian elepliiEint. 'As a riiatiter of fact, no one in 
modern times has tried to train the African ele- 
phant, except here and there in a zoological 
garden. Probably the Indian "mahout," or 
elephant-trainer, could, if he were put to it, do 
as much with an African as he does with an 
Indian elephant ; it would be an interesting ex- 
periment. In the next place, there is decisive 
evidence that it was the African -elephant 
which the Carthaginians used, since we' have a 
Carthaginian coin on which is beautifully rep- 
resented — an unmistakeablc modelling — the 
African elephant, with his large triangular 
cape-like cars and his sloping forehead. In the 
time of Hannibal there were stables for over 
300 of these elephants at Carthage, and he 
took fifty with him tp the South of France 
with :;his^/army.. f^ . He 

only got''' thihy-seven " safeljr bvw^^^^ Rhone, 
and all but a dozen or so died in the terrible 
passage of the Alps. After the battle of Tre 
bia he had only eight left, and when he had 
crossed the Apennines there was only one still 
alive. On this Plannibal himself rode. 



s Surrender 



There is no help for it. I\Ien ma}- as well ru!i 
up the white flag. Surrender is their only 
hope. They must be humble and plaintive, ar.>'. 
try to secure good terms from the conqueior. 
Who the conqueror is you know, of course. 
The evidences of; victory are all about us. For 
the last generation or so wo'men have been 
additi'g cubits to their stature. Men who used 
to- be proud of themselves as decently tall are 
now miserably dwarfed by their daughters. 
Our young Dianas of the links and the liockey 
field surpass their brothers in strength aiTd 
' weight for 'd'^e. As for intellect — \vliat man 
will cbtini to know half as much as his daugli- 
:ter ? 

There is no doubt of it. The hour of wo- 
man's triumph is upon us. Everywhere, from 
the camps of militant Suffragists to the infant 
.school, you find proof of the confidence of the 
advaricing armies of femininity. Even in A.m- 
' erica, that staid and conservative country, they 
■recognize the good time coming. "W'oman," 
says the Physical Director of Harvard, "wo- 
man is still unable to compete with man, with 
centuries of training behind him. in physique, 
but her day has only begun. Even now wo- 
men have iriore opportunity to aid their physi- 
cal well-being, for they are less retarded than 
men by vrorry and business cares. Moreover, 
the better class don't smoke or dissipate as 
much as men, and "their habits generally are 
better. . . . Today our modern woman 
lias- made up for a great many of those years 
to which her sisters stood still." A few more 
years, in fact, and she will be well ahead. 

We may as well get used to the ideal be- 
times. A little while, and the stron.t^er sex 
will be those in petticoats — if they still wear 
the petticoat. It is no use for old-fashioned 
people to hold up their hands in horror, or pro- 
,claim that the change is contrary to the nature 
of things. Some of the lower animals have al- 
ready determined that the interests of the race 
are best served by makini^ tlie female the pre- 
dominant partner. Spiders, for example, crea- 
tures famed for acuteness, persist in this ar- 
rangement. 

Compensations 

Let no one be deceived. This triumph will 
not be all glory. The power and the right to 
rule may pass to the new race of women, but 
power is not an unmixed delight Your Diana 
of tomorrow, looking down from her six feet 
of muscular height upon puny man, despising 
with all the energy of her highly educated 
brain his idle folly, must not expect that she 
will have nuich time or opportunity to enjoy 
herself. Man surrenders, resigns the emjiire to 
her, and makes no terms but that she shall stop 
bothering him. On the new and efficient race 
of women devolve the responsibilities of the 
strong. They will be the most splendid pro- 
duct pi the ages, and they will not have a good 
time. 

The displaced man, wjth nothing to do but 
look on, will doubtless rejoice and grow fat, as 
men always have done in the opportunity of 



laziness. But the magnificent women who are 
running the machine, for them there wUl 
no leisure and no respite' from- anxieties. They" 
will get no consideration nor protection from 
men. The weak have no kindness to spare for 
anyone but themselves. Moreover, any self- 
respecting woman would deride the notion of 
needing help from such a miserable inferior as 
the male. She :will have to fight for her o\vn 
hand in a world where the competition will be" 
between woman and woman. What sort of a 
.struggle that is like to be let us' leave to the 
imagination. 

It is, of course, involved in this new state 
of things that women will do all the business 
of bread-winning. To them, these new and 
-strongest daughters of time, will of necessity 
fall all the harder and more responsible posts. 
They will have to bear the anxieties and to 
wrestle with the difficulties of new conditions) 
to foresee and provide and fight with cease- 
less vigilance. If anything but the simplest 
housework is left to the men, it will be only the 
routine tasks which need no ability and little 
effort, nothing but a decent appearance and a 
slight supply of conscience. Of course this 
will be matter of great pride to every ambi- 
tious woman. But practical people may be in- 
clined to let themselves speculate whether she 
will be much the happier for it 

A Chance for Optimism 

There are believed to be people still who 
consider that the species of affection now sub- 
sisting between husbands and wives is not 
without its charm or its value to the woman. 
This, too, must pass away. If anything takes 
its place it will naturally be something topsy- 
turvy in its nature. The harder strength and 
endurance having i)asscd to the wonian, the 
teel.ile man, su;)posing he has any sentiment 
for her but awe, will be bound to seek from her 
a cherishing care. 'J'he fancy will not to some 
tastes be agreeable. But we cannot stay the 
progress of the race for a matter of mere taste 
and sentiment. Therefore wc have to rule out 
of the account such minor considerations as 
the effect of the revolution on the aggregate 
beauty of the world. When woman is in pow- 
er it is plain that she will have as little time as 
busy men have now to consider the effect of 
her appearance. The stress of anxiety is not 
likely to assist in ])reserving the beauty of her 
youth. _ Altogether we have to exj)ect that in 
becoming a supremely efficient working ma- 
chine she.; will sacrifice much of her human 
comeliness. But this is unworthy the' consid- 
eration of true friends of progress! 

Yet we -cannot help feeling that J;h<;re "is 
son-.ething not altogethw wholesome -in .this ' 
notion of a change of parts. The old question, 
which has quelled so mail}' revolutions. Who 
will gain by it? is difficult to answer here as of 
old.' There is, indeed, no 'doubt of the advance 
of women, ]diysicnlly and in other ways, and, 
as -Simon Trappertit sagely said, "Something 
will come of this."

English Influence 

While a distinct endeavor is niafle in ling- 
land to emulate the taste and customs of the 
Ci)ntinent, it is interesting to note the effort 
made in return to respond to English influ- 
ence. First of all one might quote the pre- 
vailing taste for English dress. French, Ger- 
man, Austrian, Italian women, all are unanim- 
ous in their selection of the tailor-made coat 
and skirt which is essentially an English mode 
of comfortable and convenient clothing. Only 
within recent years has this influence made 
itself felt, and up to rather a late period even 
the tailor-made was not entirely constructed 
on the English model, but had the variations 
of trimmings and additional touches suggested 
by Continental love of adornment. ; When 
Queen Alexandra was Princess of Wales she 
showed her fondness for the small, neat sailor 
hat of straw, and this was copied everywhere. 
To this day that sailor hat is univcrs:dly worn 
abroad, and no woman wlu) regards herself ;is 
"smart" would think of oniitting it in her sea- 
son's wardrobe. ICnumcration of all the items 
of dress copied would be rather tedious, for 
there is not a town or fashionable resort on 
the Continent where an English shop is not 
established, and in these, at special prices, 
clothing such as Londoners select in the. West 
lind is on sale. 

To wear English clothes and to talk a little 
English is to Lie highly cnlturerl and thorough- 
ly up-to-date. The efforts niiido by Contin- 
ental wfirnen to travel in JingL'uul and to spend 
even a few weeks in London are inconceivable 
to those who have not noted them. J^aris has 
not an attraction for the Englishwoman eipial 
to that vvliich London has for the women of 
every nation. In Swiss mountain resorts the 
little maid -who attends the travelers is sure 
CO chatter a little of their language, and her one 
desire is to serve the English "ladies, so that 
she may cop}' a few of their customs and be 
able to inform her next customer that her 
ways were taught to her l)y ICnglish nies- 
damcs. Books and newspapers in the English 
tongue are supplied in every cafe, and wher- 
ever one travels, if there is not a tea-room there 
is certain to be a tea-table, where tea and bread 
and butter or toast or nniffins a I'Angl'aise are ■ 
supplied. 

Meals, Music and Sport 

Even in modest out-of-the-way towns in 
Germany it is quite customary to hear that a 
smaller lunch is served at midday and dinner 
is eaten in the evening because it is an ICng- 
lish custom and an excellent one. Tea is 
served in the afternoon, and Germans of the 
yoiiug- school readily declare that they prefer 
tea to beer. In the German universities there 
are societies who refuse to drink Ijeer, and 
band themselves as teetotalers, following Eng- 
lish example. In the theatres an endeavor "is 



made, 'to improve scenery and stage dressinjj, 
.because' -such wonderful taste is displayed in 
Lbhdbri."'- Pieces by English playwrights are 
usually well received, and one hears Gilbert 
and Sullivan opera done even in small Italian 
towns in a way that is a delight. Far more 
Italians know these operas than there,' are 
English people who know Mascagni. : S ' 

ra,ble manners are copied everywhere,' arid 
as no . nation pays so much attention as the 
English to the "care of spreading the table and 
the etiquette of table customs, a decided im- 
provement has taken place in many ways. To 
serve a meal in English fashion is quite a cred- 
it to a hostess, although she wisely jjcrsists in 
her own methods of cookin.g. :\tost important 
of all, however, is the taste for sport. Golf 
courses are laid out everywhere. Even in Vien- 
na a course has been laid out in the beautiful 
Prater, the stretch of ground hayirig been given 
up by the iEmperof-. Not a small town e.xistis' 
now where there are not hotels on ihc English 
])lan. Sports clubs are becoming ciiiitc com- 
mon, and interchange of civilities between 
linglish and foreign clubs is thoroughly culti- 
vated. Not only English residents abroad pat- 
ronize these clubs, but there arc gencralh' a 
good proportion of Continental members, and 
it is not at all unusual to see a Polish or Rus- 
sian i)rinces?, an- Austrian baroness, a French 
marquise, and an Italian countess united with' 
a few English landowners in their pleasure and 
interest in their sport, whether a tennis club, 
a golf course, or merely a hockcj' field wdiere 
a good game is enjoyed. Many ententes cor- 
diales are thus established, for the women of 
the various nations learn to understand and ap- 
preciate .each other, while mutual progress is 
obtained through an interchange of customs 
and tastes. *

Girls at Fourteen 



An interesting experiment is about to be 
made by a number of ladies in Brighton, under 
tlie immediate, patronage of the Education 
Committee. It represents an effort to capture 
girls. of 14 years of age on leaving the public 
' dementary schools. - The evening, classes es- 
tablished years ago by the old School Board 
are an admitted failure. Few boys, and scarce- 
ly any girls, can be attracted to thern. 

It 'is notorious that when girls have passed 
the required standard in the elementary 
schools their parents allow them to drift into 
casual em])loyment requiring no definite train- 
ing, and which teaches them' nothing that 
would be of service to them in after life. To 
counteract', this .-^tendency a number of ladies 
connected 'with' educational work and social 
movemcrits in the town have banded them- 
selves into a Women's Work Sub-Committee, 
and the first step they intend to take is the 
establishment of a home-making centre and 
model house. With the assistance of the of- 
ficials of the Education Committee the girls 
who leave school arc to be kept in view, and 
the ladies will use;ic;.their influerice .with par- 
ents to induce^therii to allow their daughters 
to submit to special training for situations to 
be found for them. ~ " ' 

One of the features of this endeavor is that 
it is purely voluntary and unofficial except.tb 
the extent of being heartil)-- supported by the 
Education Committee. It will not cost the 
ratepayers anything except the cost of the use 
of offices. Alembers of the Education Commit- 
tee pay a high tribute to the completeness with 
which the ladies have worked out this scheme 
entifely on their own initiative. They regard 
it as one of the best things yet done for the 
training of -the young, so as to become fit for 
their station in life. The chairman of the Edu- 
cation Committee frankly acknowledges that 
the women's plan for dealing with girls on 
leaving school is in advance of an3'thing men 
have yot devised for the treatment of boys of 
the same age.
